Accounts Differ Greatly--But Both 
Fleets Sustained Much Damage-- 
Three Spanish and Two U.S. 
Vessels Destroyed--Victory Claim- 
ed by Both Sides. 


(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 

Wasnrnaton, May 2.—The report that 
4 great naval battle was fought off Manilla, 
Philippine Islands, yesterday morning is 
confirmed. 

Details of the engagement are meagre, 
butit is apparent that the Spanish fleet 
sustained a ornshing defeat, 

There were two engagements. The 
Spanish commander was killed and three 
of his largest ships were lost, two of them 
being burned and the third blown up. 

Several of the other vessels were badly 
damaged. The Spanish loss of life was 
heavy. 

The U.S, fleet suffered severely, but re- 
ports as to the damage are conflicting. 
Early reports statci that Commcdore 
Dewey had lost five ships, but Jatextadvices 
put the number as two. 

Reports received by the authorities at 
Madrid claim a victory for the Spanish 
fleet and said that the U. S. fleet had 
finally to take refuge in the bay behind the 
foreign merchant vessels.

Deseronto, April 30. 

At about 6:30 o'clock this evening the 
firo alarm sounded, and it was found that 
the Deseronto Terra Cotta Works, situated 
at the east end of the town, were in flames. 

Tho fire spread with great rapidity and 
the whole building was soon on fire, 

The fire brigade were soon on hand, but 
were powerless to save the extensive works, 
which were rapidly consumed, but they 
did good work on the south end and pre- 
vented the fire from spreading to the 
kilns and immense piles of wood. 

Several residences in the vicinity had 
narrow escapes. 

There was a great deal of valuable 
machinery and stock destroyed. 

About 60 men are thrown out of employ- 
ment. 

The loss will probably be over $100,090. 
The works were insured.

Moved Forward. 





Lengthy Discussion in the House—Tem- 
~~ perance Advocates Say Canadians Are 
Disposed to Prohibition—The Measure 

‘One of the Planks in the Liberal Plat 
form—Plebiscite Will Cost $250,000- 
Mr. Foster Reviews the Bil. 


Ottawa, May 4.—In the House yester- 
day Mr. Sifton introduced a bill to amend 
tho Northwest Territories Act. It provides 
for giving to tho Legislative Assembly 
the control of education now vested in 
the Licutenant-Governor-in-Counoil. The 
bill also allows Dominion officials to sit 
in the Legislative Assombly. : 

Anothor bill introduced by the Minis- 
ter of the Interior extends the time for 
the granting of homesteads to veterans 
of the Northwest Rebellion, 


The Straight Question of Prohibition. 


Mr. Fisher prefaced his speech on the 
socond reading of the Prohibition Plebi- 
scite bill with a modest referonce to his 
own efforts in the cause of prohibition. 
Twenty years ago the Canada Temper- 
ance Act was passed, and it was a sig- 
nificant fact, he thought, that the gentlo- 
jaan Whose name had eyer since been 
assodiated with that Act, the Hon. Sena- 
tor Scott, was again a mem of the 
Administration. Mr. Fisher said that 
the straight question of prohibition had 
noyer been passed upon by | Parliament. 
While no action had been taken upon the 
report of the prohibition commission, yet 
the habits and sentiments of the people 
of Canada had so far progressed that he 
now belicyed a prohibition law possible 
of enforcement. The submission of the 
question to a plebiscite of the people was 
ono of the planks of the Liberal platform, 
adopted at the Ottawa Convention of 
1893. However, he would not deliver a 
prohibition speech, prohibition being a 
question for the people to decide, 

The bill he proposed was a simple 
messuro, made so with the object of 
facilitating its passage and obtaining a 
fair expression of popular opinion. While 
the bill fixed no specific dato for the tak- 
ing of the plebiscite, the Government 
Intended to bring it on as soon as possi- 
ble, but consistent with tho demands of 
public business and the public conyent- 
ence. 

In conclusion he said an amendment 
would be made to the bill to simplify the 
form of the ballot, so as to preyent the 
spoiling of ballots. 

Mr. Foster asked in what particulars 
the question proposed to be submitted 
differed from the wording of the proyino- 
jal plubiscites. : 

Mr. Fisher, in reply, said the difference 
was yory slight. Since the prohbition ple- 
biscites in the provinces the court had 
decided that the Parliamens of Canada

Sir Wilfrid Laurior spoko at some 
longth la foply. He rallied Mr, Fostor 
on his record; first, an ardent prohibit 
tionist; next, when in tho Ministry, 
attributing those opinions to momonts of 
wonknosa; then, for alx or soyon years, 
silont on the subjeat altogothor, and now 
an out-and-out prohibitionist again. In

bill; woll, if ho didn’t ko tho bill ho 
could yote against it, but would ho do 
so?

cided to reject both. The loss of $7,000,- 
000 in revenue would hayo to bo made up 
somehow, probably by additional taxes 
upon coffee, tea or tobacco. But those 
taxes*must bo moderate. It was a ques- 
tlon if the tobacco duty was not eyon 
now too high, seeing that so much was 
being smuggled in, All those questions 
might haye formed part of the question, 
but tho Government thought it better to 
leaye the question unhampored, so that 
every man would bo free to give his voto 
on tho simple qnestiun, «according to his 
own judgment and conscience.

Compromise That Will Relieve the 
Farmers and Satisfy the C.?.R. 


Ottawa, May 4.—‘’hero was. a big at- 
tendance at the Kallwway Committee yes- 
terday when the Rey. Mr. Douglas’ bill 
to facilitate the handling of grain was 
again up for consideration. It was an- 
nounced that a compromise had been 
reached between the promoter and the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, which to a 
large extont would romovye the grievances 
complained of. 

One of the changes provides that in- 
stead of loading from the platform the 
grain would have to be loaded from tlat 
warehouses.

$10 for a car load at the elevators.

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Commodore Dewey Reported 
to Have Been Heard From. 





































He States His Loss at so kilied and 100 
Wounded--Another Report Says 


Baltimore Alone--Cable Still Silent. 


San Francisco, Osal., May 4.—Reports 
from Mare Island navy yard to-night from 
good authority said Admiral Kirkland, 
commandant of the yard, received to-day a 
cipher message from the Navy Department 
saying that Commodore Dewey had sent a 
** brief cable from Hong Kong, giving the 
losses in the Manilla fight at 60 killed and 
100 wounded.” The report also says the 
Concord and Petrel were belly damaged, 
especially in the upper works. Commodore 
Dewey asked for a hospital ship and for a 
force of 2,CV0 men with supplies for three 
months, 

DEWEY LOST HEAYILY. 

Vallejo, Oal., May 4.—It was late to- 
night when your correspondent succeeded 
in getting inside information bearing on 
tie Manilla affair. He was informed that 
late to-night Admiral Kirkland received a 
telegram in cipher that 200 men were kill 
ed or wounded on the Baltimore, she 
having stood the heaviest shock of battle ; 
and that the Olympia did the best she 
could with her torpedoes, destroying the 
shore fortifications and abutments by 
means of them, Officers here believe that 
the loss on the Baltimore is very serious, 
and are unable to explain it except on the 

cound that that ship was regarded as un- 
ucky by sailors, and they deserted in large 
numbers. She is known as a ‘storm 
ship” among the sailors, since her last 
Slee to San Francisco, and many now 
here would not ship on her. She carries 
normally some 300 men, hence her loss as 
reported at this yard would practically 
cripple her. Color is given this belief 
by telegraphic orders which came to 
Admiral Kirkland to-day. He was told 
to have Paymaster Stanton prepare 
stores of provisions and necessaries for 
2,000 men for three months. ‘This is be- 
ing done. Not only this, but certain mer- 
chant vessels at San Francisco haye been 
chartered to carry coal and ammunition 
under the convoy of the Charleston. In 
fact Admiral Kirkland was free to admit 
to-night that this station will be taxed heay- 
ily tomeet the exigencies of the occasion. 
‘* Without doubt,” and Admiral Kirk- 
land, ‘‘there had been serious loss in 
Dewey’s fleet. He went into a foreign 
harbor, doubtless mined and heavily forti- 
fied, with vessels not pretending to be ar- 
mored, and the result was victory for him 
over the Spanish fleet, but how about his 
damage from the forts?” A lieutenant 
who was seen to-night said he had reason 
to believe that on the Baltimore alone some 
200 men were killed, and that this was a 
criterionof the effect of the battle onthe rest 
of the fleet. He furthermore was of the op- 
inion that this constituted the bulk of 
the crew of the Baltimore, as it is 
known here privately that she sailed from 
Hong Kong short handed. Admiral Kirk- 
land, speculating on the engagement, could 
only see the general result of the battle. 
He outlined Dewey’s course, showing how 
he rushed matters, taking the Spanish 
fleet unawares and hammering them un- 
mercifully. ‘*But,’’ said the Admiral, 
** people lose sight of the fact that mean- 
time Manilla’s forts, manned by skilled 
gunners, were pouring a rain of shot 
into Dewey's fleet, particularly the 
Olympia and Baltimore, and this is 
what caused destruction on these ships, 
particularly the latter.’’ Another offi- 
cer of experience admitted that he was 
not absolutely unadvised regarding the 
Manilla engagement. He pointed out that 
Admiral Kirkland’s reticence was owing to 
the department’s endeavors to secure the 
services of merchant and mail service 
offivers for auxiliary cruisers. Said he ; 
‘* When the true situation of things re- 
sulting from the fire on the ships and forts 
at Manilla has become known it will in 
plein words frighten nine men out of ten 
rom enlisting.” 
THE LAST WORD FROM MANILDA. 


Berlin, May 4.—A Madrid despatch to 
The Cologne Gazette says that the last tel- 
egram from Manilla prior to the interrup- 
tion of the cable was sent by the proprietor 
of a Manilla newspaper, who said that a 
shell had fallen on his printing works, des- 
troying the machinery and building.

It was another great day 
for Leiter and his crowd, who control “all 
the May wheat, and in fact most of the 
contract: wheat In America, Early In the 
day the Chicago market, which had opened 
weak, came under the influence of buvtish 
foreign ndyices, nnd yalues became excited 
nnd, to use a colloquiniism, sialled away up 
out of sight. The bullish reports were Du- 
uicrous, In the first place came news of 
the Brench Cabinet's approval of the re- 
moval of the import duty on wheat enter- 
ing France, and this was followed up by a 
cuble from Rome to the effect that the 
Itallan Government, instigated by bread 
riots, has gazetted a royal decree sus- 
pending the duties on cereals until June 30, 
Merlin sent word that the Relchstag would 
temporarily suspend the German wheat 
duties, and on top of all this Odessa hold- 
crs of wheat under orders of the Russian 
Government refused to part with thelr 
stocks, leaving a lirge number of British 
ships in port vainly waiting for’ cargoes.

Minister of Interior Admits Issue 
of Free Mining Licenses. 


Statement Greoted With Silence in the 


House—Moeasures Proposed to Protect

Klondike Military Expedition, 


Ottawa, May 5.—A wook or two ago 
the Toronto Globo doniod the statomont 
that the Minister of the Interior had 
authorized the issue of freo miners’ 
certificates at the summit of the passos 
at tho head of the Lynn Canal. Yeater 
day, in answer to Col, Hughes, tho 
Minister of the Interior admitted that he 
had given directions that free miners’ 
licongos were to bo issued by all Canadian 
Customs officers in the Yukon district. 
This step had boon taken, ho said, in 
consoquence of reports made by Major 
Walsh that difficulties had arisen in con- 
neotion with partica who had gone in 
there without licenses and who would 
otherwise bo compelled to go either to 
Dawaon or Vanocouyor to get them. 

Thore was o stolid silence on the Min- 
isterial side when Mr, Sifton made this 
announcoment, inasmuch as it meant 
that he had practically placed the out- 
fitting business of the Yukon in the 
hands of Americans. 

Mr. Wallace asked whether Major 
Walsh was returning from Dawson. 

Tho Minister said ho had not reached 
Dawson yot, noither was ho returning. 

Mr. Sutherland Backed Down, 


Mr. Sutherland, who had a bill on the 
order paper respecting the examination 
of stationary ongincers and the inspeo- 
tion of steam boilers, said he had beon 
advised by the Dopartment of Justice 
that this logislation came within the 
proyinolal jurisdiction. He would there- 
fore not press the bill. : 

Mr, Flint introduced a bill to amend 
the Criminal Code for the purpose of 
correcting o technical error. In cortain 
cases when a fine was imposed and not 
paid the law was designed to provide 
hard labor as a purishment, but through 
some mistake, in these cases, hard labor 
could be given for the non-payment of 


tho fine itself. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier informed Mr. 


Bergeron that the writ for Bagot had 
not yet been issued. The Ministry pro- 
posed that tho election should take place 
under the now franchise. 

Geological Survey Aot, 

In committee, on the bill to amend the 
Geological Suryey Act, Mr. Sifton ex- 
plainod that i¢ was designed to allow the 
Minister, on the recommendation of the 
director, to appoint men required for 
gpoclal services, irrespective of the Civil 
Service Act requirements. 

Mr. Foster urged that this was a very 
wide power, inasmuch as it eliminated 
this department altogether from the 
provisions of the Civil Service Act. 

The bill was reported without amend- 
ment, 

An Important Measure. 


An important measure was put 
through committee by the Minister of 
Marino. The loss of life among fishermen 
on the Grand Banks is enormous, the 
greatest source of dange™ being the separa- 
tion of the small boats from the sohoon- 
ers during fogs or sudden storms. In 
such cases the occupants of the boats 
often perished from hunger and exposure, 
or if resovied at all, are only found after 
suffering untold hardships. 

The bill compels the masters of the 
vessels to see that each boat which 
leayes it shall be provided with a small 
compass, a few pounds of food anda 
couple of gallons of water. 

After some yerbal amendments the bill

Yukon Military Expedition, 


The Minister of Militin gave the 
details of the Yukon military expedition, 
as promised. Tho force, hoe said, is being 
sent out to assist the oiyil power in 
maintaining law_and order in the numer- 
ous mining camps scattered throughout 
that territory. It was at first thought to 
increase by 200 the force of the Mounted 
Police, of whom there are now 190 in the 
Yukon, but instead it was determined to 
send 200 regulars, with fit artifloers and 
boatmen, to assist them on tho trip. The 
Vnited States had now four companies 
of regulars in Alaska, or about 850 to 
400 men in all. It was diffoult, in view 
of the transportation problem, tosay just 
what the expense of the Yukon conting- 
ent would be; but he did not think it 
would be more for tho first year than 
$200,000, over and aboye tho $100,000 it 
costs to maintain them in the east. After 
the first yoar, the expenses might be 
reduced by $50,000. It would have cost 
more, he said, to have sent police, for 
the police get a dollar a day in the 
Yukon. Ag to the route the contingent 
would be sent by the C.P.R. and O. P, 
Navigation Company’s steamer to Van- 
couver, and thence to Glenora or Stikine

Those latter Sir 
Wilfrid Laurior promised should be 
installed in thelr positions and troated 
as if thoy had beon appointments of long 
standing. That promise, reiterated in 
Parliament, had beon totally disregarded. 
Out of the whole 45 only two had got 
their positions,

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What the British Columbia Legislature 
Has Done and Will Do in 
This Connection, 


Victoria, B.C,, May 6.—The promised 
measure of the British Columbia Goyern- 
ment dealing with the problem of all- 
Canadian railway connection with the 
gold ftlelds of Northern British Columbia 
and the Yukon territory, as well as with 
the Kootenay Mining Company, has been 
presented to the Legislature, It proyides 
for a loan of $5,000,000. Half of this 
amount was algeady authorized by the 
Legislature, so that the contemplated 
increase in the public debt over and, 
above that already provided for is $2,500, - 
000. Last year the House authorized a 
loan of $2,500,000, out of which the 
proposed railways from English Bluff to 
Boundary Creek yia Penticton, and from 
Bute Inlet to Quesnello, were to bo sub- 
sidized. The present Act coutinues these 
subsidies, and adds to them $4,000 fora 
railway from Boundary Creek to 
Robson, 80 miles, and a like amount for 
a railway from the coast of British 
Columbia to Toslin Lake, 400 miles. 
Tabulated, the mileage provided for is as 
follows: Penticton to Boundary, 100 
miles; Robson to Boundary, 80; English 
Bluff to Penticton, 230; Bute Inlet to 
Quesnelle, 288; coast to Teslin, 400; 
total, 1,040 miles, The company under- 
taking tho construction of the Coast- 
Teslin road shall construct a wagon road 
from Glenora to ‘Teslin Lake, within 
three months; also shall pay the Goyern- 


ment 4 per cent. of tho gross oarnings 
of the-railway.

The Bible, so far from this, represents 
the religion of Christ as robust and 
brawny—ransacking and upsotting 10,000 
things that now seem to be settled on 
firm foundations. I hear some man in 
the house say, “I thought religion was 
peace.'’ This is tho final result. A man’s 
arm js out of place. ‘’wo men come, and 
with great effort put it back to the 
socket. It goes back with great pain. 
Then it gets well. Our world is horribly 
disordered and out of joint. It must come 
under an omnipotent surgery, beneath

Hore ja your money safo. The mauu- 
facturer ana yourself only know how it 
oar be oponod, You haye the key. You 
touch tho lock, and the ponderous door 
swings back. But lot mo toll you that, 
however firmly barred and bolted your 
money safe may bo, you cannot keep God 
out, Ho will come somo day Into your 
counting room, and he will demand 
‘Whore did that rote of hand come from? 
How do you account for this security? 
Where did you get that mortgage from? 
What doos this mean?’ If 16 ts all right, 
God will say: ‘Well done, good and falth- 
ful servant. Be prospered in this world, 
Bo happy in the world to come.’’ If it is 
all wrong, he will say: ‘‘Depart, ye 
cursed. Bo misorable for your Iniquities 
in this life, and then go down and spend 
your oternity with thioyes and horso 
jookoys and plckpookets,"’ 

You have. an old photograph of the 
signs on your strect. Why have those 
signs nearly all changed within tho last 
20 years? Does the passing away of a 
generation account for it? Qh, no. Does 
the fact that there are hundreds of hon- 
est men who’go down every yoar account 
for it? Oh, no. This is tho secret: ‘ho 
Lord God has been walking through the 
commercial streets of our groat cities, 
and ho has boon adjusting things accord- 
ing to the principle of eterna! rectitude. 

Tho time will como when, through the 
revolutionary power of this gospel, a 
falsehood, instead of being called oxag- 
geration, oquiyocation or evasion, will be 
branded a lie, and stealings that now 
sometimes go under the head of percont- 
agos and commissions and bonuses will 
be put into the catalogue of state prison 
offenses! Society will be turned inside 
out and upside down and ransacked of 
God's truth until business dishonesties 
shall come to an end, and all double deal- 
ing, and God will overturn and oyorturn 
and overturn, and commeroial men in all 
oities will throw up their hands, crying 
out, ‘‘These that have turned the world 
upside down are come hither.’’ 

The religion of Jesus Christ will pro- 
duce a royolution in our churches. The 
non-committal, do-nothing policy of the 
church of Goa will give way to a spirit 
of bravest conquest. Piety in this day 
seems to me to be salted down just so as 
to keep. It seoms as if the church were 
chiefly anxious to take care of itself, and 
if we hear of want and squalor and hea- 
thenism outside we say, ‘‘Whata pity!” 
and wo put our hands in our pockets, 
and wo feel around for a 2-cent picce, 
and with great flourish we put it upon 
the plate and are amazod that the world 
js not converted in six weeks. Suppose 
there wore a great war, and there wero 
800,000 soldiers, but all of those 800,000 
soldiers, excepting ten men, were in their 
tents or scouring tholr nuskets or cook: 
ing rations. You would say, ‘‘Of course 
dofeat must come in that case.’’ It is 
worso than that in the church, Millions 
of the professed soldiers of Jesus Christ 
aro eooking rations or asleop in thelr 
tents, while only one man here and there 
goes ont to do battle for the Lord. 

‘*But,’’ says some one, ‘wo are ostab- 
lishing a great many missions, and I 
think they will save the massos.’’ No; 
they will not. Five hundred thousand of 
thum will not do it. They are doing a 
magniticent work, but cvery mission 


chapel is a confession of the diseaso and 


weakness of tho church. It is making a 
dividing line between the classes, It is 
saying to the rich and to the well condi- 
tioned, ‘‘If you can pay your pew rents, 
It is 
saying to the poor man: ‘‘Your coat is 
too bad and your shoes are not good 
enough. If you want to get to heaven, 
you will have to go by the way of tho 
mission chapel.’’ The mission chapel har 
becomo the kitchen where tho churoh 
does it sloppy work. ‘There are hundreds 
and thousands of churches in this coun- 
try—gorgeously built and supported— 
that even on bright and sunshiny days 


they are building mission chapels, be- 
cause by some expressed or implied regu- 
lation the great masses of the people arer 
kept out of the main audience room. 
Now, I aay that any place of worship 
whioh is appropriate for one class is ap- 
propriate for all olasses, Let the rich and 
the poor moct together, tho Lord the 
Makor of them all, Mind you that I say 
that mission chapels are a nocosaity, the 
way ohurches aro “ngw conducted, but 
may God spoed the timo whon they shall 
cease to be a necessity. God will rise u 
and break down the gates of the churo 
that have kopt back the masses, and woe 


be to those who stand in tho way! Thoy 
will bo tramped undor foot by the vast 
populations making a etampode for hon- 


yon,

church in Boston In which, it is said, 
there wero a great many plain people, 
Cho next weok the trustees of that church 
came out in the paper and said it was

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THE BLOGKADE EVADED. 


Spanish Ships Enter Ports on 
the Southern Shore of Cuba. 





The Boabdil Entered Trinidada with 
Modern Guns and Munitions for 


Havana--Others Have Done the 
Same, 


Key West, Mey 6.—The inofficacy of the 
blockade now being enforced by the Amer- 
ican fleet off the Cuban coast js becoming a 
byword among the Spaniards in Cuba, 

udging from a recent report received here. 

he Americans are only guarding about 
109 miles of coast line, and that on the 
north of the island. {he ports on the whole 
southern coast of Cuba are free and open to 
all comers. The result is that all ocean 
traflic is now being diverted to them, so 
that the effect of the blockade is by no 
means to prevent supplies and munitions 
of be from reaching the Spaniards, 

8 a matter of fact vessel after vessel has 
put into Trinidads, Santa Oruz, Cienfuegos 
and other small ports on the coast and un- 
loaded supplies which are sent partly by rai! 
and partly. by pack mules to Havana and 
other cities in need of them. The latest 
instance occurred yesterday, when the 
Boabdil, a Spanish merchantman of 9,0C) 
tons, entercd T'rinidada and unloaded a 
vast quantity of military stores for Blanco’s 
men in Havana, together with two pieces 
of heayy modern breech-loadiog ordinance 
to be mounted on the sea wall of El Morro 
and which, when placed in possition, will 
cause Sampson's vessels to keep still fur- 
ther out to sea. It is stated that in this 
manner the Spanish Government are ua- 
ostentatiously sending enough provisions 
and munitions of war to enable Havana to 
hold out against a siege for almost a year.

The Freneh Liner Lafayette Chased and 
Brought to by the Gunboat Annapolis, 
Who Was Aided by Two or Threo 
Other War Vessels — International 
Complications Prevented by Order for 


Prompt Rolense,. 


On board tho Associated Press 
despatch boat Kate Spencer (via Key 
West, May 6.)—Tho Lafayette of tho 


Fronch General ‘Trans-Atlantio Com- 
pany’s line, a yossel of 8,894 tons gross 
rogister, bound from Corunna, Spain, on 
April 28, for Havana, was captured 
yesterday ovening off tho latter port by 
tho United States gunboat Annapolis, 
Commander J, J. Hunker, while trying 
to run the blockade, after having 
previously beon warned off. She has on 
board a large number of passengers and 
a yaluablo gonoral cargo. 

Tho Lafayette, which hails from Sé. 
Nazaire, Franco, is a fine yessel, of the 
old type. Sho is over 844 feet long, has 
44 foot beam, and is over 28 foot deop. 
Sho was built in 1864 at Greenock, of 
iron, 

The Lafayette was heading for Hayana 
and was boarded by an officer of the 
Annapolis and warned not to enter tho 
port. She afterwards made an attempt to 
do so and was taken after an oxoiting 
chase by the Annapolis and other gun: 
boats. 





INSTANT RELEASE ORDERED. 





The Capture of the Lafayette Was an 
“Unfortunate Inoldent.’’ 


Key West, Fla,, May 7.—Commodore 
Watson yesterday afternoon recoiyed 
orders from Washington instantly to 
release the French mail steamer Lafayotte 
and to send her to Hayana under escort. 

The capture of the Frenchman by the 
gunboat Annapolis turns out to have 
been an unfortunate incident, resulting 
from a mistake, but no protest has been 
made to the representatives of the French 
Government in the United States. The 
oflicials here declare that this will close 
the affair. It appears that before the 
Lafayette sailed for Hayana tho French 
Legation in Washington was instructed 
to communicate with the State Depart- 
ment. ’ 

‘This was dono, and permission granted 
to the steamer to onter and discharge her 
passengers and cargo, with the under- 
standing that sho would take on nothing 
there. Instructions for the fulfilmont of 
this agreoment were sent from Washing- 
ton to Admiral Sampson’s squadron, and 
it was only learned yesterday, after the 
capture was mado, that they were never 
delivered. 


France Don’t Like It. 

London, May 7.—The Paris corres- 
pondent of the Daily Velegraph says:

Dr. Ellis Found Arsenic, 


Dr, Ellis, the Proyincial Analyst, 
testified that he had made atest for 
arsenic in the organs of George H. 
Sternaman, and had discovered 734 
grains. He had also made a test for 
other metals, such as lead and zino, but 
had found none. Miss Curzon, Dr. Ellis’ 
assistant, had also tested a portion of the, 
stomach, and had found 244 grains of 
arsenic, but no zinc. 

Dr, Arthur Jukes Johnson. 

Dr. Arthur Jukes Johnson of Toronto, 
the medical expert for the Crown, 
testified that he had listened to the case 
throughout its progress, and bad con- 
cluded that it was one of arsenical 
poisoning. It was evident, too, from the 
fact that the poison was found in the 
stomach and intestines, that it had been 
administered by the mouth. This evidence 
was not sbaken in oross-examination, 
This closed’ the caso for the Crown,

At Two Miles Tremendous Damage 
Will Be Done. 


(Washington Star.) 

‘* The pictures in some of the burnt-or- 
ange newspapers of battleships in action 
are about as funny as the Japanese idea of 
perspective,” said a naval officer. ‘ These 
pictures represent the opposing ships blaz- 
ing away at each other with thirteen-inch 
rifles at arango of about 100 feet, and the 
artists certainly work up the thing to make 
it look terrific enough, in all conscience. 
It’s o wonder to me that they don’t repre- 


sent the crews of the opposing ships in the 
act of using grappling irons, as they did in 
engagements at close quarters in the days 
of the old seventy fours. As a matter of 
fact, if either battleship in an engagement 
between vesels of to.day goes within such 
a range of another, or anything like it, it 
would simply be a matter of the first shot. 
One big shell delivered at -such a range 
would leave only the debris of the struck 
ship floating on the surface of the water. 


**Modern ships of war are not devised 
to get within any such range from each 
other in action. The nearest that any of 
the opposing ships in the great naval battle 
on the Yalu got to each other was a trifle 
under two miles, and what one battleship 
can do to another at that range is some- 
thing beyond calculation. The naval 
engagement of this area is very largely a 
matter of manceuvering—of presenting ‘the 
smallest possible target to the guns of the 
enemy’s ships, and of forcing the enemy to 
present their biggest hull to the range-find- 
ers. When the commander of a ship in 
the coming engagements can contrive to 
get inhis work on the enemy's yessel 
while only pointing with his nose in their 
direction—leaving them only practically a 
razor’s edge target—he is liable to eat them 
ue But while there is still a drill in the 

nited States navy callci ‘repelling 
boarders,’ the drill is only retained in the 
manual for the sake of exercising the men, 
and the only boarding that will be done in 
the coming fights will be done by prize 
crews, taking possession of beaten ships, 
after the latter have struck their colors.”

Some men found it harder to be good than 
others and used up much more grace than 
his neighbor. The mean man who became 
good against a natural disposition to be 
bad, would receive a hundred fold more 
reward than the man who did not have to 
struggle to be good. God labelled men 
differently from the world. ‘The large 
monument with an angel upon it’ did” not 
always denote a good christian beneath. 
An old woman in the congregation, with 
a cracked voice, would get far more reward 
than some of the best vocalists in our city 
churches. It was not what a mah gave to 
the church, but the spirit in which he gave 
it. Sin left its scar on. a man’s body 
that would be counted on the day 
of judgment. Ifa man dallied with the 
gospel life, one by..one his capabilities for 
good would become useless. There were 
many men who pampercd their money — 
making faculties to the exclusion of reli- 
gious faculties. Sin destroyed the religious 
faculties as chloroform destroyed the 
senses of the body. Every day a man 
lived in sin he took a window out of his 
soul. Man would be rewarded in heayen 
in proportion to the use he made of his 
opportunities on earth. 

He gave spiritualism a 
while reading his lesson. e characteriz- 
ed it as utter rot. If God could convert 
man by sending a spirit to him, He would 
turn loose the whole spirit world upon us.

DROWNED IN A SPRING 


James Jackson Meets Death 
in Two Feet of Water. 


Went for a Pail of Water and 


















Lost His Balance--tie was a 
Well-to-Do Farmer--Buried on 
His Own Farm, 


A somewhat peculiar drowning accident 
occurred in the second concession of Amel- 
iasburg, about twelve miles from this city, 
on Saturday evening, by which James 
Jackson, a highly respected and well-to-do 
farmer, lost his life. 

Mr. Jackson, it appears, went for a pail 
of water to a spring a short distance from 
his house about five o'clock in the evening. 
He did not return and search was made 
forhim. He was found about half an 
hour after his departure from the house 
drowned in the spring. 

The spring was only about two feet deep 
and around it was a board curb. At one 
side was a stake which parties taking 
water from the spring usually took hold of 
to steady themselves. 

From the position in which the body of 


stake had given away, precipitating him 
into the water. His hat, cane and the pail 
which he carried were at the bottom. The 
board which surrounded the spring sup- 

orted the unfortunate man’s feet and his 

ead was buried in the mud and water. 
Being an old man, he could not recover 
himself when his head became submergci 
and he soon drown i. 

Deceased was a bachelor, 77 years of 
age, a Conservative and a Presbyterian. 
The remains were interred yesterday on 
his farm, according to his oft-expressed 
wishes. 

Mr. Jackson had a case at the assizes, 
which opencd this afternoon. A niece had 
brought an action against him for not ful- 
filling a contract with her. It was claimed 
by the plff. that deft. promised to give her 
a large share of his property if she would 
come and live with fim and look after his 
house, but afterwards drove her away with- 
out anything. The case was brought to a 
sudden conclusion by the old man’s death. 
Mr, E. Guss Porter was defending d-ceas- 
‘ed. He attended the funeral. 


‘There was arumor in the city and even 
in the neighborhocd in which deceasei 
lived that he had committcd suicide, but 
the facts of the case point to a purely acci- 
dental death.

A Barnand a House With Valuable 
_ Stock Destroyed. 

A most destructive fire occurred in the 

fifth concession of Thurlow on Saturday 


evening, by which a splendid barn, with a 


large amount of valuable stock, and/a brick 
house were destroyed.

Mr. Fairman’s loss is heavy, as he was 
one of the leading farmers of the township 
and prided himself in his fine stock. Mr. 
York has the sympathy of the whole com- 
munity in the loss of his residence, which 
was a good substantial structure. 

Among Mr. Fairman's stock were two 
Jersey heifers worth $50 each and a Jer- 
sey cow valued at $100. He only saved 
one colt from the barn. His barn and con- 
tents were insured for $1,400 in the Lon- 
don Mutual and his loss will be fully 
$3,500. 

Mr. York’s loss will amount to about 
$2,5C9. His house was insured for $609 
and the contents for $400 in the Waterloo 
Mutual.

Commodore Dowey's orders wore 
capture or destroy the Spanish fleet, and 
never wore iusirtolions exoouted in 80 
complete a fashion, At the end of sevon 
hours there was absolutely nothing left 
of the Spanish fleot but a few rolls. 

The Amorican commander has most 
skilfully arranged overy detail of the 
action and apparently even the most in- 
significant features were carried out with 
perfect punctuality and in railroad time- 
table order, At the ond of the action 
Commodore Dewey anchored his fleet in 
the bay, before Manila, and sont a mes- 
sage to the Goyornor-General, General 
Augusti, announcing tho inauguration 
of the blockade, and adding that if a shot 
was fired against his ships he would 
dostroy every battery about Manila. 


A Wonderful Naval Achiovement. 


The position occupied by the Spanish, 
the support which their ships received 
from tho land batteries and the big guns 
they had ashore gaye them an enormous 
advantage. ‘Therefore, when it is consid- 
ered that the Spaniards lost oyor 600 men 
in killed and wounded, that all thelr 
ships, amounting to about 14, were de- 
stroyed and that their naval arsenal at 
Cavite was’ also destroyed with its de- 
fences, it will become apparent that the 
victory of the Amorican Commodore 1s 
one of the most complete and wonderful 
achievements in the history of naval war- 
fare. 

Not a man on board the American fleet 
was killed, not a ship was damaged to 
any extent, and only six men were in- 
jured slightly on board the Baltimore. 

The Spanish Position. 


The order of battle taken up by the 
Spaniards was with all the small craft 
inside the stone and the timbor break- 
waters of Cavite harbor, Tho larger ships 
of Spain cruised off Gayite and Manila. 
The American fleet entered Manila Bay 
on Saturday night with the greatest ease. 
The Spaniards had not established a 
patrol and there were no searchlights at 
the entrance of the bay. In fact the 
American ships would probably have 
passed inside the bay without any ochal- 
lenge, had if not been that some sparks 
flew up from the McCulloch's funnel,

Carlist Deputy Mella Expelled From the 
Chamber for Voicing a Slar on 
the Queen.

Tho. Chamber has just witnossed the 
‘most uproarious scenes in the annals of 
tho Cortes, Senor Mella, a Carlist dojuty, 
in a spoeoh made use of a scriptural quo- 
tation reforring to “an unfortunate nation 
Whose kings ure boys,”’ adding that wo- 
men were always the cause of the fall of 
thronos. 

Senor Sagasta, the Premicr, supported 
by a majority of the Chamber, protosted, 
amid tho greatest confusion, against 
Senor Mulla’s language. ‘Lho Republicans 
sided with the Carlists. The Spoaker re- 
quested Senor Mella to withdraw his 
words, but this the deputy refused to do, 
saying that they wore scriptural. 

Yhe President named Senor Mella 
thrice, declaring that his refusal to with- 
draw tho language he had used was dis- 
respectful to the reigning dynasty; and 
then submitted tho question of the oxpul- 
sion from the Chamber of the offonding 
monbor.

Mrs. Stornaman Found “Not Guilty’? by 
the Jury—The Addresses of Counsel 
—The Judge's Charge. 


Cayuga, Ont., May 9.—Mrs. Sternaman 
was on Saturday night declared to bo 
guiltless of the death of her husband and 
was released from custody. The scene in 
court when the verdict of tho jury was 
given was an vousual one. The room, 
which had been crowded all day, was 
packed to suffocation with an expectant 
mass of humanity at the hour tho judgo 
had fixed for recciving the decision of the 
jury.

After they had 
been polled, the clerk asked the foreman 
if they had arrived at a verdict. Ho re- 
plied in the affirmative, and when he 
pronounced the words 

“Not Gulilty.’’

Queen street wost, The wounded states- 
man, who was breathing heavily, was 
gently laid on the floor, with pillows 
under his head, and pieces of ioe were ap- 
plied to his right hand, tho little finger 
of which was dislocated. Dr. Pepler, the 
family physician, was telephoned for, 
but, though ho was quickly on tho spot, 
tho news that D’Alton McCarthy was the 
yictim of tho accident trayelod much 
quicker and the doctor on his arrival had 
hard work to push through the crowds 
that had congrogated. 

Dr. Pepler summoned to his ald Drs. 
Grasett arid Burnham, who oxamined 
Mr. McCarthy's injuries. whioh consisted 
of some droadful cuts and bruises on tho 
body and head, and a serious injury to 
his right side. 

Taylor, the coachman, was also badly 
bruised and sustained an injury to his 
back that may prove serious. 

The cart was entirely demolished when 
the horse was stopped a few feet from 
where Mr. McCarthy was injured. 

It is hard to say, said one of tho dac- 
tors, whether the accident will lead to 
serious complications, but such a severe 
nervous shook to a man s0 far adyanced 
in years, though withal vigorous, may 
produce conditions of serious moment.

BUSINESS OF A DIVER. 


Attended by Serious Kisks—How a Diving 
Sult Is Made, Woru and Protected 
-A Fearsome Sight, 


The work of a diver is attended by 
many risks, but dangers tecome familiar 
through long custom, so his task usually 
has few terrors for him. He descends 
trusting to the proper working © of the 
mechanism by which he is supplied with 
air and to the strength of the life line, 
which lowers and pulls him up. 

The diving suit which is the one gen- 
erally used now, is made of India rubber, 
with a helmet and breastplate of copper. 
Outside of the rubber, to protect it from 
hard usage, an extra suit of canvas over- 
alls is worn, and after a rough plece of 
work this canyas is frequently torn to 
shreds. Around his waist the diver wears 
a belt made of bars of lead fastened cross- 
wise on a leather band. His shoes are of 
metal, heavily weighted, so that he can 
maintain an erect position easily, and the 
entire suit with which he enters the 
water weighs about 175 pounds. ‘his is 
necessary to enable him to sink to the 
required depth. The helmet is supplied 
with windows of thick glass, one in front 
and two others at each side of it, so that 
by turning his head slightly inside the 
helmet the diver can see for some distance 
around him. : 

The air tubo is of strong, flexible rub 
ber, through which the fresh air from 
above js driyon down by means of a 
pump. This tubo, before reaching the 
oponing in the helmet through which the 
air ix supplied to the diver, is carried 
through a ring on the breastplate at the 
divor's left shoulder. This is so that he 
may be able to grasp it quickly, without 
haying to grope for it, in case he needs 
to signal to those at the pump aboye. 
One pull on the tube means that he 
wants more air and two pulls warn tho 
pumpoers that ho is getting too much. If 
tho air were supplisd in excess the sult 
would become so buoyant that it would 
tond to rise.

Mrs, Oyril Bird arrived in tho city yos- 
terday afternoon after an absonce of over 
seven years, most of which time she has 
spontin Central Africa as a missionary. 
She was accompanied by her son, a 
healthy looking little fellow about two 
years of age. Sho was met at the station 
by © number of her old friends, and the 
home of her father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. J, O. Lake, has been besieged with 
visitors since her return. 

A reporter of the INTELIGENCFR was ac- 
corded a short interview with Mrs. Bird 
this morning. She has brought to Belle- 
ville with her a largo number of curios 
from that far-off land and they are most 
interesting when described by one who has 
actualacquaintance with the owners and 
makers of the articles. 

The natives of that remote land are 
clever artificers, especially in iron, and 
Mrs, Bird has some hatchets, a spear and 
other implements that would put to shame 
many a Canadian mechanic equipped with 
modern tools, She has some of the head- 
dresses worn by the natives. They are 
made of the silk of corn rollod into curls 
and besmeared with castor oil, which, by

They were the first missionaries in the 
country and she was the only white woman 
there for three years. The land in which 
they made their home is one vast stretch 
of low marshy ground, but it abounds with 
ant hills.

three or four years their existence was of 
the hand to mouth order, but after they 
had been able to cultivatesome land they 
had not wanted for focd. 


The natives are a stalwart, intelligent 
ciass of people and are governed by a 
Queen, whois a very fair specimen of 
woman, She has her prince consort and her 
court. Persons ‘who commit a crime there 
are seldom killed, but they never get free 
from penalty. The most common mode 
of punishment is to take away the convict- 
ed one’s property and make a slave of him, 
and he is liable in after years to be pun- 
ished in a similar way again for the old 
offence. Beyond some small pilfering 
they lost nothing by the natives. They 
had trouble in getting the people into 
their compound to be taught the bible, 
but some of them could read and write 
now, in fact sho had letters from some of 
the natives while in England. 


Mr. Bird was taken ill with hmematuric 
fever, the prevalent disease in that land 
and after several attacks of it died on Feb. 
12th 1896. She was taken ill about a year 
later and one side of her body was para- 
lysed. She thought she could not live and 
the natives hurriedly conveyed her to the 
coast, and she arrived in England in No- 
vember last, since which time she has 
steadily improved in health. She still has 
recurrences of the malady about every 
twenty-one days, but hopes the pure air of 
Canada will finally overcome the disease. 


Asked if she intendcd to return to 
Africa, she replici that she certainly 
would as soon as her health would permit, 
as Africa was her home. Tho tribe among 
which she has been laboring is called Va 
Luena, signifying people of the Va 
Luena river. She has named her son 
Luena. She is under no denomination 
nor receives aid fron any, but depends,

Madrid, May 10.—There was serious 
rioting at Linares, 8 miles from Jaen, 
yestorday.

First of Uncle Sam's Boys in Brown Wi)1 
Sail This Morning. 


Tampa, Fla., May 10.—The steamer 
Gussie, one of the Mallory Lino boats, 
chartered by the Goyernment for use as 
a transport, will sail for Cuba this morn- 
ing, Joaded with arms, ammunition and 
supplies, furnished by the United States 
Government, for the use of the Cuban 
insurgents, A company of 100 United 
States troops, the First Regiment of In- 
fantry, will accompany the expedition 
and aid in guarding the landing of the 
valuable cargo, and will, if necessary, 
ponetrate into the interlor far enough to 
placo the supplies in tho hands of the 
insurgents. ‘Che expedition will be in 
charge of Capt. W. H. Dorst, Goneral 
Milos’ aide, who has just returned from 
Cuba. 

The Gussio has on board between six 
and seven thousand Springfield rifles, 
about 200,000 rounds of ammunition, and 
soyeral hundrod boxes of provisions, con- 
sisting principally of canned meats and 
hard tack. ‘The utmost secrecy is main- 
tained regarding the point of landing, 
but, in view of Capt. Dorst’s recent land- 
ing near Hayana, where he communi- 
cated with the insurgent leader, General 
Delgado, it is belioved that tho expedi- 
tion will be headed for a point not far 
from Hayana. The Gussie had mounted 
on her forward deck yesterday a one- 
pounder rapid-fire gun. It is understood, 
howoyer, that she will be met at some 
point not far from Key West by a gun- 
boat from the blockading squddron, and 
escorted to the designated landing place. 

The Whitney, the sister ship of the 
Gussie, which sailed for Dry ‘lortugas 
Saturday with two companies of the 
Fifth Infantry, returned yesterday. ~ It is 
intimated that sho will follow the 
Gussie to Cuba as soon as the arms, 
ammunition and supplies can be lvad-

The Trades Union Label Bill Knocked © 
Out by the Senate, 


Ottawa, May 11.—The Senate has 
knocked out the bill giving trade union’ 
labels the same protection as trade. 
mavks. ‘Chis is the bill which Mr. Bert- 
ram had charge of in the Commons, al- 
though he neyer did much to promote its 
passuge. 

On the motion for the second reading 
of the bill in the Senate yesterday, Sena- 
tor Boulton said there was not sufficient: 
demand for this legislation, He believed 
in labor organizations being recognized, 
but this was an aggressive measure which 
would compel employers to submit to 
haying their goods’ stamped with the 
trade marks of a labor organization. It 
was conoolyed in tho spirit of monopoly, 
‘and might bo used by labor organizations 
as au means of enforcing a boycott against 
employers of labor. ‘The principle of the 
DUI was a dangerous one, He moved that_ 
the consideration of the bill be postponed 
sine dio, 

Hon. David Mills thought this was 
rather a heroic method of dealing with 
this bill. The legislation was asked for 
by 4 largo section of the laboring com- 
munity. A much better method of deal- 
‘ing with tho objections to the bill would 
be to read it a second time and make 
amendments in committee. A clause 
could bo inserted providing that these 
marks should not be placed on any goods 
or employers without their permission. 

Senator Drummond thought there was 
too much ambiguity about the bill. It 
would b> most unfair to employers of 
jabor that their employes should have the 
power to force them to place marks on 
private property which they wore paid 
to manufacture, 

Senator Ferguson said a bill of this 
kind should have emanated from the 
Godyernment, who were the proper parties 
to assume the responsibility of such legis- 
lation, 

Senator Boulton’s motion to postpone 
the considoration was adopted on a yote 
of $2 to 15.

Ottawa, May 11.—In the House yoster 
day Sir Richard Cartwright moved 4 
resolution to confirm the supplemental 
oontract entered into between the Gov 
ernment and Mosasrea. Potersen, Tate & 
Co., rogarding the fast Atlantic seryioce. 

Ho oxplained that In the original oon- 
tract {6 was provided it delaya ooourred 
swing ta a eteive the oontract might be 
extended. The enginoera’ strike had made 
it impossible to construct tho vessels in 
time, Several sections in the contract had 
boon ohanged, ‘The sailing day from Bri- 
tain would be Wednesday, and from Can- 
ada on Saturday. Tho yessoelsa would bo 
longer and better than thoso originally 
contracted for, Tbo ling had to be in 
operation by May 1, 1900. He understood 
a good company had been formed undor 
tho prosidency of Lord Tweedmouth, The 
British Goyornment had approved of the 
changes in the contract, 

The Contract With the Allans, 

‘Str Charles Tupper sald the Govyern- 
mont had not acted in the interests of 
Canada by rejecting the adylco ho gaye 
thom in 1896, whon hoe urged them to 
sign tho contract with the Allans, Last 
year it was paraded before the House And 
the country that a large saving would be 
offected by this contract with Petersen, 
Tato & Co., as compared with the one 
with the Allans. Lut, despite all that 
had been said then, the effort of the con- 
tractors to obtain capital had signally 
failod. It was stated that Mr. Petersen 
had put up a forfeit, which his company 
would loso if they failed to carry out the 
contract. They bad failed, but where was 
tho money to-day, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurior sald that, consider- 
ing ovorything, satisfactory progress had 
been mado Heo ridiouled the idea of tho 
Allans being in a position to carry out 
their contract. The firm wanted the Can- 
adian Goyernmeont to be bound by a hard 
and fast bargain, but would not bind 
themselyes. Mr. Potersen had been as 
successful in making his arrangements as 
might bo fairly expected of him. In this 
mattor the Government were not alto- 
gether free agents, but had to aot in con- 
junction with tho home Government. 

Mr, Dobell said that Messrs, Potersen, 
‘Tate & Co. had to undergo great difficul- 
tios making thelr arrangements. They 
were a practical, honorable and responsi- 
ble set of mon and he had every reason 
to bellove that they were on the road to 
success,

Sir Richard Cartwright said the sub- 
vention was given by the Imperial Goy- 
ornment on the understanding that the 
yessels could be used as cruisers, and for 
this purpose they had to be built accord- 
ing to plans approyed by the Admiralty.

Delayed Byo-Election. — 

Quite a lengthy discussion took place 
us the result of an interpellation by Sir 
Charles Tupper as to when the writ for 
Bagot would be issued. 

‘It was pointed out by Conservative 
members that the yacancy had ,been 
created two weeks after that of West 
Prince, and, while the election in West 
Prince was over, the writ for Bagot had 
not yet been issued.

Is the First Ontario Crop ‘Bulle- 
Ain for 1898. 


KEnoouragemeont for the Furmers of the 
Banner Provinee of the Confederation 
~— Greater Acreage Sown and the Win- 
ter and Spring Weather Has Been 
Kindly—The Dollar Wheat Was Also 
Welcomed by the Agriculturists. 


Toronto, May 11.—The following is the 
first estimate of the crops of Ontario for 
1898, made by tho Ontario Department of 


Agriculture, based on tho reports of tho 
regular correspondonts of the Bureau of 
Industries. ‘he returns aro for the first 
week of May: 

Fall Wheat. 

Noyomber reports were to tho effeot 
that the area of fall wheat had been in- 
creasud, In most cases the crop came out 
in the spring in about tho same condition 
as it entered the winter, Little harm ap- 
pears to have been done by Insects, wire- 
worm boeing reported in a fow cases. The 
first two wooks of April were far from 
fayorable for the crop, and although ru 0; 
later helped the plant it is hardly in as 
forward. 4 condition os usual. Whore sown 
eatly on summer fallow fall wheat bas 
neyer been more promising. In several of 
the western and central counties some 
plowing up has been dono, bué not to 
any considerable extent, Tho pr2sont 
acreage of the crop, thorofore, may ‘be 
set down as quite up to the average, and 
the average condition in thi first week of 
May as fair. The outcome of the crop, of 
course, depends upon the woather of the 
next six weeks. ’ 

Clover. 

_ ‘the prospects for cloyer, as correspond- 
ents wrote, wero most fayorablo. Some 
heaving by frost—oceurring chiefly in 
the early part of April—is reported in 
nearly every distriet, but not to so great 
an extent 4s to be considered serious; 
while, on the other hand, many reports 
describe cloyer as looking splendid, 
éspeolally in the case of now fields. “R»- 
ports from the St. Lawrence and Ottawa 
counties are partioularly good. Alsike did 
not stand the winter as well as red clover. 

Vegetation, : 

Correspondents differ greatly in their 
opinions ag to the condition of yogetation, 
some considering growth as being woll 
advanced for the time of year, and fully 
a8 iwany others rogarding the season as 
being rather backward. In most sections 
there was a fair bite for cattle at the be- 
ginning of May, and carly fruit trees

_ Tho majority of the reports concerning 
live stock aro of a most satisfactory char- 
note Horsos as a rule are in fino condi- 
Cattle are also reported to be in 
good health, but lumpy jaw was reported 
in one or two places, but not to a serious 
extont. Sheep came through the winter 
in capital shape, and lambs are many 
and strong. A few cases of hog cholora 
occurred in some western sections, but 
the disease wns quickly stampod out. 
With this exception swine are doscribed 
as boing in fing condition. Hogs are now 
chiefly sold when weighing from 120 to 
180 pounds. The supply of fodder was 
plentiful, and thore is an abundance of 
Farm Supplics, 

‘hero appears to be.a surplus of hay in 
nearly oyery section of the province, but 
more especially in the west. Much of tho 
crop is not of good quality, although, of 
courso, there is a fair «mount of first- 
class hay yet to be had. Owing to tho 
largo quantity. available for sale, prices 
wore low all winter. Roports regarding 
oats vary, for while many claim that 
thero is « scarcity, othors hold that thora 
js still a good supply left. Oats were fed 
more freely than usual during the wintery:

Dr. W. H. Pepler, who is the family 
physician, said that immediately after the 
accidont on Sunday night it was seen 
that Mr. MoCarthy had recelyed a severe 
shaking-up. His right side wus badly 
bruised, a severe Jnjury was sustained to 
tho right lung, seyeral ribs haying been 
broken and bent in upon the lung so as 
to perforate it, ‘there was a gash in the 
pationt's head, but this was thought to 
bo trifling; while the dislocated finger of 
the right hand was easily attended to. 
From the first tho doctor anticipated 
serious complications arising from the 
injury to the chost and lungs. He eyon 
hinted that pneumonia might set in. As 
tho days wont on, this anticipation was 
fully realized, for since Monday the affeo- 
tion of the right lung has absorbed the 
best skilLof Drs. Popler, Grasott, Grabam 
and MoCarthy, who haye held several 
consultations daily.

THE WHEAT MARKET. 


Factors Which Seem to Proye That th> 
High Prices Will Not Continue Until 
the New Ontarlo Crop Is Harvested. 


Toronto, May 12.—Speculation is beirg 
indulged in as to whether tho present 
high prices in wheat or any increase 
thereof will continue long enough to en- 
able the Ontario farmer to dispose of his 
incoming crop at an unusually good fig- 


uro. As the harvest in this province takes 
place largely in tho latter end of July it 
is interesting to note what wheat crops 
will be due before then. During the com- 
ing month of June the crops will be har- 
vested in Turkey, Greece, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, Southern Franco, and in the 
chief Southern and Western States of tho 
American Union. Whilo July will bring 
in the crop in the South of Russia, 
Austro-Hungary, Roumania, Bulgaria, 
Germany, Switzerland, France, the South 
of England, Nebraska, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, 
New York and the New England States. 
As the prospects for big yiolds in many of 
these countrics are good, wheat yalucs 
may have largely declined before the On- 
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August, or early in Soptomber.

Ilia next colebrated case was Maclaren 
y. Caldwell, in which he acted again for 
tho plaintlit, now Sonator Maclaron, This 
sult commonced in 1879 and torminated 
in 1884. Out of it aroso the famous con- 
troversy over tho ‘‘atreams bill,"’ which 
was disallowod seyoral times by Sir John 
Mucdonald’s Ministry and mado an issuo 
at two gonoral elections, The plaintiff 
Maclaren claimed oxolusive right to use 
tho Missisquoi River for log driving, 
and waa successtul at tho first trial in 
1880, In 1881 the Court of Appeal ro- 
vyorsed tho decision, but in 1882 the do- 
cision of tho Court ofjA ppeal was rovyerseod 
by tho Supremo Couré, In 1884 the Privy 
Counoll gaye judgment that a stream 
whioh had boon rendored navigable by 
private expenditure became a public 
stream and thus the decision of the 
Suprome Court of Canada was reversed, 

In 1884 Mr. McCarthy appeared before 
the Privy Council on behalf of the Proy- 
inoe of Manitoba in the case which sot- 
tlod the western boundary of Ontario, 

One of Mr. MoCarthy's greatest onses 
was Quoon y. St. Catharines Milling & 
Lumber Company. It was commonly 
called the ‘Indian titles case."’ 

Mr. McCarthy's connection with tho 
Manitoba sohool case, in which ho an: 
poared for the Manitoba Government, is 
still frosh in the memory of the com- 
munity. 

Another of the learned counsel's grent 
cases was that of tho contractors, James 
Conmee and J, D. McLennan, against tho 
C.P.R. Mr, McCarthy held the brief for 
the plaintiffs and recovered a vyerdiot 
aguinst the railway company for a sum 
in the neighborhood of $376,000. 

A particularly interesting case in which 
Mr. McCarthy held a brief was that of 
Mrs. Fisher y. the Georgian Bay SS, Co. 
Tho case was commenced in 1881, and {6 
arose ovor tho loss of tho steamer Wau- 
buno in Georgian Bay near Parry Sound, 
a wreck which cost thirty lives in 1879. 

Theso aro only a few of tho cases which 
helped to build up Mr. MoCarthy's ropu- 
tation as a great lawyer. 

His Colleagues Loved Him. 

Mr. A. R, Creelman, Q.C., who has 
been associated with Mr, McCarthy for 
21 yoars, says that all of those connocted 
with him in the firm were simply lost in 
admiration for him as a lawyer and a 
man,

But the injustice of this treat- 
ment of the seyen girls set him on fire 
with wrath, and ho takes this shepherd 
by tho throat and pushes back another 
till he falls over the trough, and aims a 
stunning blow botween the oyes of

{Invaders and drives them back, and 
haying cleared the place of the desper- 
adoes, he told tho seven girls of this 
Midianite sheik to gather their flocks 
together and bring thom again to the 
watering. 

Oh, you ought to see a fight between 
the shepherds at a well in the orient as 
I saw it in Documbor, 1890. There wero 
here a group of rough men who had 
driven the cattle many miles and here 
another group who had driven their 
cattle as many miles. Who should have 
precedence? Such clashing of buckets! 
Such hooking of horns! Such kicking of 
hoofs! Such yehemence in a language I 
fortunately could not understand! Now 
the sheop with a peculiar mark across 
their woolly backs were at the trough 
and now tho sheep of another mark. It 
was ono of the most exciting scenes I 
eyer witnessed. An old book describos 
one of these contentions at an eastern 
well when it says: ‘‘One day the poor 
mon, the widows and the orphans met 
together and were driving their camols 
and their flocks to drink and were all 
standing by the waterside.

Grant my 
request and let them drink.’ Then came 
another old woman and addrossed him: 
‘Oh, Master Daji, I am a poor, weak old 
Woman, as you see. Time has dealt 
hardly with me, It has aimed its arrows 
at me, and its daily and nightly calam- 
ities have destroyed all my men. I haye 
lost my children and my husband, and 
since then I haye been in great distress. 
These sheep are all that I possess. Let 
them drink, for I live on the milk that 
they produce. Pity my forlorn state. I 
haye no one to tend them, Therefore 
grant my supplication and of thy kind- 
ness lef them drink.’ But in this case 
tho brutgl slave, so far from granting 
this hunfble request, smote the woman 
to the ground.”’ 

A like scrimmage has taken place at 
the well in the triangle of Arabia 
between the Bedouin shepherds and 
Moses championing the cause of the 
soven daughters who had driyen their 
father’s flocks to the watering. One of 
the girls, Zipporahb, her name meaning 
“little bird,’’ was oaptured by this 
heroic behavior of Moses, for, however 
timid woman herself may be, she always 
admires courage in a man.

Our friond and Washingtonian towns- 
man, W. W. Corcoran, did a magnificent 
thing when he built and endowed the 
Louise home for the support of tho un- 
fortunate aristocracy of the south—the 
people who onces had everything, but 
hayoe come to nothing. We want another 
W. W. Corcoran to build a Loulse homo 
for the unfortunate aristocracy of the 
north, But institutions like that in every 
olty of the land could not take care of 
one-half the unfortunate aristocracy of 
the north and south whose large fortunes 
have failed and who, through lack of 
acquaintance with any style of work, 
cannot now earn thoir own bread. 

There needs to be peaceful yet radical 
reyolution among most of the prosperous 
homes of America by which tho elegant 
do-nothings may be transformed into 
practical do-somothings.

Why, do you not knuw that this is the 
way men and women got prepared for 
special work? The wilderness of Arabia 
was the law school, the theological somin- 
ary, the uniyorsity of rock and sand from 
which he graduated for a mission that 
will balk seas, and drown armies, and 
follow the cloud of fire by night, and 
start the workmen with bleeding backs 
among Egyptian brick kilns toward the 
pasture lands that flow with milk and 
the trees of Canaan dripping with honey. 
Gracious God, teach all the peoplo this 
lusson. You must go into humiliation 
and retreat and hidden closets of prayer 
if you are to bo fitted for special useful- 
ness. How did John the Baptist get 
prepared to becomea forerunner of 
Christ? Show mo his wardrobe. It will 
be hung with silken socks and ombroid- 
ered robes and attire of Syrian purple? 
Show me his dining table. On it the 
tankards a-blush with tho richest wines of 
the vineyards of Eingedi, and rarest birds 
that were over caught in net, and 
sweotest venison that ever dropped 
antlers before the hunter? No, we are 
directly told ‘‘the same John had his 
raiment of camel’s hair,’’ not the fine 
hair of the camel which we call camlet, 
but the long, coarso hair such as beg- 
gars in the east wear, and his only meat 
was of insects, the green locust, about 
two inches long, roasted, a disgusting 
food. ‘lhese insects were caught and the 
wings and legs torn off, and they were 
stuck on wooden spits and turned before 
tho fire. ‘he Bedouins pack them in salt 
and carry them in sacks. What a menu 
for John the Baptist! Through what 
deprivation he camo to what*exultation!

Seattle as a better point of shipmont 
than olthor Vancouyer or Victoria, by 
contracting with tho Boston & Alaska 
Company to forward 400 tons of supplies 
from Seattlo for tho Canadian Yukon 
military contingeng, 
Dr. Borden Retortss 

Dr. Borden’s reply was that Sir Charles 
Hibbort was playing tho game of tho 
Seattle people by giving this matter suoh 
prominence in the House. He said the 
Boston & Alaska Company had contraot- 
ed to carry 250 tons of froight for the 
Government, one hundred tons to bo 
shipped from Seattle and the remainder 
to bo taken on at Vancouyer and carried 
through by the mouth of tho Yukon to 
Fort Selkirk. But tho only soldiers who 
would go through on thoso American 
boats were two mon in charge of the 
froight. 

Mr. Foster asked if there were no Brit- 
ish yessels plying from Vanvouyer and 
Victoria. 

Dr, Borden replied that the whole mat- 
ter had been arranged by Quartermaster- 
Genoral Lake, who, after investigation, 
found that the Boston & Alaska Com- 
pany was the only company willing to 
transport the supplics to Selkirk, and the 
company asked that a portion of it be 
taken on at Seattlo, which was agreed to. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper asked what 
about the C.P.R. Navigation Company. 
They had been overlooked in the past by 
the Minister of tho Interior, who gave 
charters to American yessels, but prom- 
ised it would not occur again. 

Dr. Borden repli¢d that the C.P.R. 
Navigation Company asked a higher fig- 
sire and gave less favorable torms other- 
Wise, : 

Mr. Morrison (Liberal, British Colum- 
bia) adyised Sir C, H, ‘Tupper not to play 
into tho hands of Seattle by quoting tho

Vroposed Postal Bill, 


Mr. Mulock moyed the second reading 
of his postal bill, which proposes to per- 
mit the freo transmission through the 
mails of books for the blind, decentral- 
izes the dead letter branch, imposes post- 
age on newspapers, and couples with that 
a reduction in letter postage from 8c to 
2¢ when the Government sees fit to make 
the changes. 

Lhe Postinaster-General explained that 
the reduction in the letter rate to 20 
would mean an annual loss of reyenue of 
$650,000, but it was fair to assume that 
this loss would soon be made up by in- 
crensed business. Ho quoted a mass of 
statistics showing the effect of roduced 
letter rates in Great Britain, the United 
States, France and other countries.

Martiniyue Is a French island, lying 
500 miles eust of Porto Rico, and 700 
miles from tho castern coast of Cuba. It 
is one of the outposts of the West Indios, 
and js the natural point at which tho 
Spanish floot, coming from Cape Verde, 
would first make & landing. It must now 
pass tho Fronoh island of Guadaloupe, to 
tho wost; the Danish island of St, 
Thomas, a little further west, and then 
its course Is open to Porto Rico unless 
Admiral Sampson's floot shall ongago 
thom before, As thoy stand now, the two 
fleets aro about 500 miles apart, which, 
by hard sailing of both fleets, would cover 
one day, or by the sailing of one fleot, 
would bring them together in two days, 
Tho Spanish squadron is mado up of 
soyon first-class ships, of which four are 
armored cruisers and threo destroyers, 
This is as noar tho exact strongth as can 
bo stated, for the reports from Cape 
Verde and from Cadiz have caused much 
doubt as to the exact strength of the 
Spanish squadron, But, allowing for the 
torpedo boats and other craft which re- 
turned to Cadiz, there is little doubt that 
tho Spanish squadron off Martinique has 
af least seven warships of formidable 
dimensions. Those are: Armored cruisers 
Vizeaya, Almirante Oquendo, Infanta 
Maria Teresa and Cristobal Colon, and 
the torpodo destroyers Terror, Furor and 
Pluton, 










The Flying Squadron Sails. 
Newport News, Va., May 14.—The 
Flying Squadron weighed anchor at 8.40 


p.m, yesterday and moved out to sea, the 
flagship Brooklyn leading. 


Sampson Keady and Waiting. 

London, May 14.—The despatch from 
St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, to the 
Eyening News of this city, winds up 
with announcing that the American fleet, 
under Rear-Admiral Sampson, is now 
outside of San Juan de Porto Rico, 
awaiting the coming of the Spanish fleet, 
commanded by Admiral Cervera, which 
was last reported off Fort de France, 
Island of Martinique, French West Indies. 


ANGLO-SAXON ALLIANCE. 


Important Speech by Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain—British Lion Can Take 
Care of Himself, 


London, May 14.—The Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies. made an important 
specch on public affairs at Birmingham 
last evening. 

Mr. Chamberlain, after deprecating the 
constant assertions in certain quarters 
that Lord Salisbury was ‘‘discredited,’’ 
and the Government ‘‘weak and yaoillat- 
ing,’’ said: 

“If foreign nations believe and act 
upon those statements .they will find 
thomselyes much mistaken, and that 
courteous diplomacy and graceful conces- 
sions are not incompatible with a firm 
maintenance of the country’s honor and 
interests,’’ 

The Policy of Isolation, 

Roforring to the policy of strict isola- 
tion that England has pursued since the 
Crimean War, ho remarked that this had 
been ‘‘perfectly justifiable,’’ but he add- 
ed, ‘“‘the time has arrived when Great 
Britain may be confronted by a combina- 
tion of powers, and our first duty, there: 
fore, is to draw all parts of the Hmpire 
into close unity, and our next to main- 
tain the bonds of unity with our kins- 
men across the Atlantio.’’ (Loud cheers.) 

“There is a powerful and generous 
nation,’’ said Mr. Chamberlain, ‘‘speak- 
ing our language, bred of our race, and 
haying interests identical with ours. I 
should go so far as to say that, terrible 
as war may be, oven war itself would be 
cheaply purchased if in a great and noble 
cause the Stars and Stripes and the Union 
Jpok should waye together over an Anglo- 
Auth Apiianee " (Prolonged cheers. ) 


“ADMIRAL-MONTEJO. 


Spanish Commander at Manila Wins Rear. 
Admiral Dewey's Congratulations— 
Never Was There Braver Fighting. 


London, May 14.—The Hong-Kong cor- 
respondent of the Times says: ‘I hada 
conversation with Admiral Montojo, who 
admitted that his chief object was to seek 
the protection of the Cavite forts. He 
fought in the Keina Maria Christina till’ 
sho was on fire, foro and aft, and had 62 
killed, He transforred his flag to the I4la 
de Cuba, and after two and a balf bollrs’ 
fighting ho gaye the signal toscuttle and 
abandon hee. Commodore Dewey ceased 
tiro and asked permissiou of the forts to 
destroy the burning ships. Admiral 
Montojo replied: ‘The ships are at your 
mercy; du as you like.’ The American 
firo was then resumed till the Spanish 
squadron was completely annihilated. 

‘Tho captain of the Boston, who oar- 
ried the flag of truce, said: ‘You combat- 
ted us with four yory bad ships, not war- 
ships. We have noyer seen braver fighting 
under such unequal conditions It isa 
groat pity you exposel your lives on yes- 
fols not fit for fighting’ 

‘Commodore Dewey sent a message to 
Admiral Montejo as follows: ‘I havo 
pleasure in clasping your hand and offor- 
ing my congratulations on tho gallant 
manner in which you fought.’ 

Biames tho Government, - 

‘Admiral Montejo attributes the re- 
sponsibility of his defeat to the Goyorn- 
inunt in Madrid, He had only obgolote 
vessels, though he had requisitioned the 
Government for ships. Ho had no torpe- 
does oxcept some which ho himself had 

nstructed out of inoffective material, 
His original intention was to romain at 
Subic and offer battle, but ho returned 
to Cavite because tho Sublo forts were 
Inadequate,

OSTROM VS. SILLS. 


A Final Verdict Given by the Supreme 
Court for the Defts. 


The famous case of Ostrom ys. Sills, 
which has occupied the attention of the 
courts for the past six years, was decided 
in favor of the defts., Messrs. Sills Bros. 
of Frankford, on Saturday last by the 


Supreme Court of Canada. Messrs. Portor 
& Farnham, solicitors for plaintiffs, and 
Messrs. Clute, Williams & Morden, 
solicitors for defendants. 


This action was origitially commenced in 
the County Court of the county of Hast- 
ings, by Mr. B. B. Ostrom, of Frankford, 
against Messrs. Sills Bros. of the same 
place, to recover damages (about $200 was 
the sum) caused by the alleged obstruction 
ofadrain. ‘The action was afterwards 
transferred to the High Court of Justice 
and referred by the trial judge to the local 
mastor here, who by his report, dated the 
LOth October, 1895, found for the plaintiff, 
On appeal by the‘defendants, Mr. Justice 
Falconbridge reversed the master's decis- 
ion. ‘The defendants then sppealed to the 
Court of Appeal for Ontario, which in turn 
reversed the decision of the Divisional 
Court, finding in favor of the appelants 
(defendants), The final appeal was then 
taken by the plaintiff to the Supreme 
Court of Canada and was lariissed, the 
court sustaining the judgment of the 
Court of Appeal in favor of the defendants, 

The amount of cost of this remarkible 
litigation of course reaches several thou- 
sand dollors.

A “DISTURBING” SPEECH. 


_ Not for many years has the public utter- 
ance of any British Minister attracted, or 
indeed been calculated to attract, so much 
_ attention the world over, as has the speech 
delivered by Mr, Joseph Chamberlain, 
_ Secretary of State, at Birmingham on Fri- 
day last. 
‘Discarding the time-honored practice of 
‘men in office, whose utterances have 
almost invariably been veiled in a cloud of 
« iptmatio verbosity, Mr. Chamberlain 
~— went straight to the point with, as a Ger- 
man newspaper has happily termed it, 
_ Bismarckian bluntness. 
“The time has arrived,” he said ‘* when 
Great Britain may be confronted with s 
combination of powers, and our first duty, 
therefore, is to draw all parts of the 
Empire into close unity, and our next to 
‘maintain the bonds of unity with our kins- 
men across the Atlantic. There is 
powerful and generous nation, speaking 
one language, bred of our race and having 
interests identical with ours. I would go 
oo far asto say that, terrible as war may 
be, even war itself would be cheaply pur- 
chased if in a great and noble cause the 
Stars and Stripes and the Union Jack 
should wave together over an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance. It is one of the most satisfactory 
results of Lord Salisbury’s policy that at 
the present time these two great nations 
understand each other better than they 
ever haye done since, over a century ago, 
they were separated by the blunder of a 
British Government,” 

Where we have to count,” he proceeded, 
“* with Russia, as in Afghanistan, except 
that we do not possess an army or a defens- 
“ ntier in China, and cannot, there- 
fore, injure Russia without an ally, The 
fate of the whole Chinese Empire is in- 
yolved, and our interests are so enormous 
that no more vital question was ever pre- 
sented for decision to the British nation 
and a British government. Unless the 
fate of China is to-be decided without Eng- 
famd’s-roice, we must not reject the idea 
an alliance with those powers whose 
interests are similar to ours.”

Does Not Think Spain's Threat of a 
General Conflagration Will Scare 
Uncle Sam Very Much. 


London, May 18.—The Times, com- 
monting editorially this morning on the 
discussions in Parliament yesterday and 
tho Hispano-Ameriocan situation, says:

An Amendment Defeated by a 
Straight Party Vote. 


Sir Charles Tupper Proposed the Clause, 
and Was Complimented by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier for His Manner of Appronch- 
ing the Question

way Bondholders—Houso Proceedings. 


Ottawa, May 18.—Sevyeral Goyornment 
bills were introduced yesterday afternoon, 
Mr, Sifton presented a bill to amend 
the Indian Act, which dealt, among othor 
things, with tho outting of timber on 
rosctryos. Indians who did not follow 
agricultural pursuits would be made 
liable to statute labor, 

Mr. Blair introduced a_ bill to moot a 
defoct In the Railway Act, by affording 
the Railway Committee power to proyont 
discrimination as botween a railway 
and steamship company, as against a 
steamship company alone. Thoso bills 
wore road tho firat time, 

The Chignecto Ship Rallway. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, replying to Mr. 
Liater, said tho Government had had 
under consideration the application of the 
bondholders of tho Chignecto Ship Rall- 
Way for an oxtonsion of time in which 
to completo tho road and oarn tho 
Dominion subsidy. The Goyernmont had 
come to ‘the conolusion that tho bonue 
could not be royived, ‘ 

Sir Charles Tupper -asked if tho 
Govornmont was not under a promise to 
considor tho question of furnishing some 
componsation to the bondholders, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said the Goyern- 
ment had beon approached by the bond- 
holders with a yiew to securing some 
compensation if the bonus could not be 
reyived, The matter was under considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Osler said it was due to the honor 
of Canada that something should be done 
in connoction with that road. 

Tho Franchise Bill, - 

Sir Charles Tupper, on the third read: 
ing of the Franchise bill, moyed to 
rocommit it for the purpose of adding a 
clause proyiding that in the Proyinoes 
of Nova Sootia, New Brunswick and 
Manitoba an appeal shall be allowed tronf 
the final revision to a County Court 
judge or Superior Court judgo, 

Such an appeal is allowed in tho other 
provinces. ‘the Opposition leader com- 


mended the Solicitor-General for the 
manner in which he had accepted 
suggestions and made concessions. Hoe 


now asked him to go a step further and 
do this act of justice. He read affidavits 
to show tho gross abuses which had taken 
placo in tho preparation of the lists in 
Manitoba and Noya Scotia. It was only 
fair and right that the same opportunity 
for judicial revision should be given to 
other provinces as Ontario and Quebeo 
now cnjoyed. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier acknowledged that 
the Opposition leader had approached 
this question in a fair way. It was in no 
captious spirit, therefore, but tor sub- 
stantial reasons that the Government 
could not accept the amendment, Its 
adoption would strike at the yery 
principle of the bill, yiz., to accept the 
proyinoial lists. Moreoyer, he had doubts 
whether the Parliament had the right to 
adopt such a clause as would interfere 
with tho preparation of the local lists, 
Personally he favored the system ‘of 
judicial royision and would be glad to see 
if gonerally adopted. The Goyernment, 
however, could not withdraw from the 
position it had assumed, but he ventured 
to think that the proyinces themsclyes 
would furnish the remedy which Sir 
Charles had sought. 

Mr. Sifton defonded the action of the 


local reyisers in Manitoba. He intimated 


that the Government of Manitoba would 
prepare 4 measure for an appeal to the 


judges from the local reyision. *

Millers are not willing to purchase Mant- 
toba wheat at $1.45, Toronto and West, 
at which it Is now held, but they are of- 
fering ten cents under that figure. On the 
Street red Ig quoted at $1.08 to $1.14.

According to Bradstreet’; the visi¥lo cup- 
ply of wheat enst of the Rockies has in 
the week decreased 1,203,000 bushels, while 
that afloat to Burope has Increased 400,000, 
In other words, the world’s visible hus de- 
creased 893,000 bushels, as compiured with 
oa decrease of 1,058,000 bushels the corres- 
ponding week last year, 

The World's yislble supply of corn has 
decreased 2,770,000 bushels and that of oats 
lias fallen off 701,000 bushels.

On July 2 Mr, Gladstone was olected for 
both Midlothian and Leith, and chose to 
sit for his old constituency, but the 
result of tho general election was to do- 
prive him of power. During the remaindor 
of that year and throughout 1887 little of 
special importance ocourred, though Mr. 
Gludstone delivered many speeches, both 
in the House and the country, on Homo 
Rulo. Ho yisited Italy early in 1888, and 
Was most warmly received, In December 
he again visited Italy, returning in Fob- 
ruary, 1889.

Ex-Chancellor Condemns the 
Course of the United States. 


Trouble Brought on by Systematic Pro- 
vocatlon—Whole Course of Washing- 
ton Administration Has Been Insin- 
core—The Result of Such a War Cannot 
Be Wholesome Either to the United 


States or Europe. 


Friedrichsruhe, May 19.—'The cold and 
rainy weather has increased Prince Bis- 
marck’s nouralgia and leg swellings, and 
he has been unable to leaye his bed for 
several days. Dr. Schweninger js ogain 
here, and is disquieted about his pationt. 
The Prince therefore is unable to receive 
visitors, but u correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press, from members of the family, 
has beon able to obtain the yiews of the 
former Chancollor on the war, as oxpress- 
ed by tho Prince during his most recent 
talk at the table. In substance they are 
us follows: 

Prince Bismarck condenin=t™s war 
outright. He says it is due to systonrtic 
American provocation, which finally bo: - 
came unbearable. He added: 

‘The whole course of the Washington 
Administeation has beon insincere. My 
viows aro well understood. I have always 
held that war is only dofensiblo after all 
other romedies have failed. 

“The result of the war cannot be whole: 
some olthor to Américaor Hurope. ‘The 
United States will be forced to adopt ap 
intormeddling polioy, leading to unayold: 
able frictions, She has abandoned hor 
traditional policy, and in order to main: 
tuin her position she has become a mill 
tary and a naval powor—an expensive 
luxury, which her geographic position 
rondered unnecessary. 

‘America's change of front means ro 
trogrossion in the high sonse of clyiliza: 
tion, ‘Lhis is the main regrettable fact 
about this war,"’

There are 
now in the Roman Catholic districts of 
Manitoba schools supported by general 
taxation and called Public Schools which in 
reality are Separate Schools, having teach- 
ers, text-books, and forms of worship ap- 
prov ed by the Roman Oatholic Church, It 
s because he has virtually obtained all 
he wants that. Archbishop Langevin has 
ceased to clamor for a restoration of the 
Seperate School system. And it is to this 
altered state of affairs that Sir Wilfried 
alluded on Wednesday night when he said : 
‘* He had asked more than once of the 
Manitoba Government to be generous 
toward the minority, and w give to con- 
ciliation what they refused to coercion. 
He was bound to say that these prayers 
had been well received by the Manitoba 
Government, and they had endeavored to 
bring about many legitimate reforms so as 
to meet the legitimate demands of the 
Catholic minority of that Province.” 

Here, then, is the net result of the agi- 
tation of the Manitoba school question 
during the past five years : The Liberals in 
power through the double-dealing and 
trickery of Laurier and Greenway ; the in- 
tervention of the Pope in Canadian affairs 
at thoinvitation of a Canadian Premier ; 
and Separate Schéols in Manitoba very 
thinly disguised, yet perfectly satisfactory

Government Leader Proposes ® Public 
Funeral and Monument at Westminster, 


London, May 20.—The House of Com- 
mons was crowded yesterday, and when 
the speaker called upon the Government 
leader, Mr. A. J. Balfour, all present un- 
covered their heads. 

Mr, Balfour said: ‘‘I think it will be 
felt in all parts of the House that we 
should do fitting honor to the great man 
whose long and splondid career closed to- 
day. by adjourning. This is not the occa- 
sion for uttering the thoughts which 
naturally suggest themselves. That occa- 
sion will present itself to-morrow, when 
it will bo my duty to submit to tho 
House an address to the Queen, praying 
her to grant the honor of a public funer- 
al, if such honor is not inconsistent with 
the expressed wishes of himsalf or of 
those who have the right to speak in his 
behalf, and also praying the Queen to 
direct that a public monument be erected 
at Westminster with an inscription ex- 
pressive of the public admiration, attach- 
ment and bigh sense entertained by the 
House of Mr. Gladstone's rare and splen- 
did gifts and devoted labors in Parlia- 
ment and in the high offices of State. 
Before actually moving the adjournment 
I have to propose a formal resolution that 
the House to-morrow resolye itself into 
committee to draw up an address, the 
contents of which I have just indicated.’’ 

After a word of assent from Sir Wil- 
lian: Vernon Harcourt, the Liberal lead- 
er, the resolution was adopted and the 
House adjourned.

= Washington, May 15.—Roy. Dr. Tal- 
mago this morning preached from the 
text, Paalms xxvii, 8, “Though war 
should riso against me, in this will I be 
copfident.”’ 

Tho ring of battlonxes, and tho clash 


of shields, and the tramp of armies, are 
heard all up and down the Old Tosta- 
mont, and you find godly soldiers like 
Moses and Joshua and Caleb and Gideon 
and scoundrelly soldiors like Sonnacherib 
and Shalmaneser and Nebuchadnezzar. 
Tho high priest would stand at the head 
of the army and say, ‘‘Hear, O Israel, yo 
approach this day unto battle against 
your enomieés, let not your hearts faint, 
foar not and do not tremble, neither be 
ye terrified because of them!'’ And then 
tho officers would give command to tho 
troops saying: ‘‘What man {1s there that 
hath built a now house and hath not 
dedicated it? Let him go and roturn to 
his house, lest he die in the battle and 
another man dedicate it. And what man 
is be that hath planted a yinoyard and 
hath not eaten of it? Let him also go and 
return unto his house, lost he dio in tho 
battle and another man eat of it. And 
what man jis thero that hath betrothed a 
wife and hath not taken her? Let him go 
and return unto his house, lest he die in 
tho battle and another man _ take her.’’ 
Great armies marched and fought. In 
time of Moses and Joshua all the men 
were soldiers, When Israel came out of 
Egypt they were 600,000 fighting men. 
Abijah commanded 400,000, Jeroboam 
commanded 800,000 men, of whom 500,- 
000 were slain in one battle. Some of 
these wars God approyed, for they were 
for the rescue of oppressed nations, and 
some of them he denounced, but in all 
cases it was a judgment upon both victors 
and yanquished. Dayid knew just what 
war was whon he wrote in the text, 
“Though war should riso against me, in 
this will I be confident.’ 

Dayid is encouraging himself in stormy 
times, and bofore approaching battles ad- 
ministers to himself the consolatory. So 
to-aay my theme is the ‘‘Alleyiations of 
War."’ War is organized atrocity. It is 
the science of assassination. It is the 
conyocation of all horrors. It is butchery 
wholesale. It is murder glorified. It is 
death on a throne of human skeletons. 
It is the coffin in ascendency. It is dia- 
bolism at a game ef skulls. But war is 
here, and it is time now to preach on its 
alloviations. 

First, I find an alleviation in the fact 
that it has consolidated the north and 
the south after long continued strained 
relations. It is 83 years since our civil 
war closed, and the yiolences are all gone 
and the severities haye been hushed. But 
eyer and anon in oration, in sermon, in 
newspaper oditorial, in magazine article, 
on political stump and in congressional 
hall the old sectional difference has lifted 
its head, and for the first time within 
my memory or the memory of any one 
who hears or reads these words the north 
and south are one, By a maryelous proy- 
idence the family that led in opposition 
to our government 80 years ago is repre- 
sented at the front in this present war. 
Nothing else could haye done the work 
of unification so suddenly or so complete- 
ly as this confliot, 

At Tampa, at Chattanooga, at Rich- 
mond and in many othgr places the regi- 
ments are forming, and it will be side by 
side, Massachusetts and Alabama, New 
York and Georgia, Illinois and Louisiana, 
Maine and South Carolina. Northern 
and southern men will together unlimber 
the guns and rush upon the fortification 
and charge upon the enemy and shout 
the triumph. ‘The yoices of military offi- 
cers who were under Sidney Johnston 
and Joseph Hooker will give the com- 
mand on the same side, tho old sectional 
grudgos forover dead. The name of Grant 
on the northern side and of Lee on the 
southern side will be oxchanged for the 
names of Grant and Lee on the same side. 
Thy votorans in northern and southern 
homes and asylums are stretching their 
rheumatic limbs to see whother they can 
again keep step in a march and are test- 
ing their eyesight to find whether they 
can again look along the gun barrel to 
successfully take aim and fire. The old 
war cry of ‘On to Richmond!’’ and ‘‘On 
to Washington!’’ has become the warcry 
of “On to Havana!l’’ “On to Puerto 
Rico!” “On ta the Philippine islands!’’ 
The two old rusty swords that in other 
days clashod at Murfreesboro and South 
Mountain and Atlanta are now lifted to 
strike down Hispanic abominations. 

Another alloyiation of the war is the 
fact that it is the most unselfish war of 
the ages, Whilo the commercial rights of 
our wronged citizens will be vindicated, 
that is not the chief idea of this war, It 
is tho rescue of hundreds of thousands of 
peoplo from staryation and imultiform 
maltreatment. A friend who went out 
undor the flag of the Red Cross two 
years ago to assuage suffering in Armenia, 
and who has been on the same niission, 
under the same flag, in Cuba, says that 
the sufferings in Armenia were a comedy 
and a farce compared with the greatoi 
sufferings of Cuba. At least 200,000 
graves are calling to us to come on and 
remombor by yYhat process their occu- 
pants dicd. It is the twentieth contury 
crying out to the nineteenth: ‘‘Do you 
mean to pass down to us the curse with 
which you haye been blasted? Or will 
you let me begin under new auspices and 
turn the ‘sland of desolation into an 
isinnd Edenic?"’ 

It is a war inspired by moroy, which is 
an attribute in man imitative of the 
siime attribute of God. In no other age 
of the world could such a war have been 
waged. ‘Lhe gospel of kindness needed tc 
be recoguized throughout Christendom 
in order to make such ao war possible. 
‘Lhe chief reason why most of the Euro: 

pean nations are not now banded together 
against us js because thoy dare not take 
the part of that behemoth of cruelty, the 
Spanish government, against the crusade 
of morey which our nation has started.

Another alleviation of this war is that 
it is for the advancement of the sublime 
principle of liberty, which will yot on- 
girdle tho earth, Not only will this war 
froo Cuba, but finally will free Spain, 
By whut right does a dynasty like that 
stand, and a corrupt court dominate a 
people for centuries. taxing them te 
death, riding in gilded chariot over the 
neoks of & boxearod population? There 
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ar 1,000 boys In Spain growing up with 
more capactty to govern that nation than 
will th weak boy now tin the Madrid 
palace over posse Boforo this confilot is 
over tho Spanish nation will be well on 
toward the time whon a constitubional 
convyontion wlll assemble to establish a 
free governmont instead of the wornout 
dynasty that now afflicts the people. Tho 
liberty of all nations, transatlantic as 
woll as olsatlantio, if not already estab 
lished, is on the way and it cannot be 


atopped 

Napoleon III, throught he had success- 
fully driven the principle out. of Franco 
when on tho 2nd day of Decembor, 1851, 


ho rode down the Champs Elysees of 
Paris, constitutional governmont seom 
ingly orushed undor the hoofa of his 
stocd, But did it stay crushed? Let the 
batterlos on the heights above Sedan 
answor, and the shout of 260,000 con 


quoring hosts, and the letter of surrender 
to Kmporor William will tell the story, 
‘Siro, my brother, not haye boon able to 
dio In the midst of my treops, it only ro 
mains for mo to placo my sword in your 
majosty's hands. I[ am, your majesty, 
your goed brother, Napoleon. Sedan, 1 
Septembor, 1870." That monarchy having 
fallon, then the French republic resumed 
its march, 

Another alloyiation is that the war 
opens with a great victory for the United 
States. It took our government four years 
to get over the fiasco at Bull Run. A 
defeat at the start of this present war 
would haye beon disheartening to the 
last degree and would haye inyited for- 
eign interyention to stop the war before 
anything practical for God and humanity 
had been accomplished and would have 
prolonged the strife for which we are 
hoping a quick termination. In the most 
jubilant manner let this yictory of our 
nayy be celebrated. With the story of the 
exploding battleship fresh in the minds of 
the world, it required no ordinary cour- 
ago to sail into the harbor of Manila and 
attack the Spanish shipping. That har- 
bor, crowded with sunken weaponry of 
death—te enter it was running a risk 
enough to make all nations shiver. But 
Manila is ours, and the blow has shaken 
to the foundation the palaces of Madrid, 
and for policy’s sake the doubtful nations 
are on our side. For Commodore Dewoy 
and all who followed him let the whole 
nation utter its most resounding huzza, 
and, more than that, let us thank the 
Lord of hosts for bis guiding and protect- 
ing power. ‘‘Praise ye the Lord! Let 
everything that hath breath praise the 
Lord |’’ 

Another alleviation is the fact that in 
this war the might is on the side of the 
right. Again and again haye liberty and 
justice and suffering humanity had the 
odds against them. It was so when Ben- 
hadad’s Syrian hosts, who were in the 
wrong, at Aphek came upon the small 
regiments of Israel, who were in the 
right, the Bible putting it in one of these 
graphic sentences for which the book is 
romarkable, ‘‘The children of  Israol 
pitched before them like two little flocks 
of kids, but the Syrians filled the whole 
country.’ It was so in the awful defeat 
of the Lord’s people at Gilboa and Meg- 
iddo, It was so recently when gallant 
and glorious Greece was in conflict with 
gigantic Mohammedanism, and the navies 
of Europe hovering about the Bosphorus 
were in practical protection of the Turk- 
ish government, fresh from the slaughter 
of 100,000 Armenians. It was s0 when, 
in 1776, the 18 colonies, with no war 
shipping and a few undrilled and poorly 
clad soldiers, were brought into a con- 
test with the mightiest navy of all the 
earth and an army that commanded the 
admiration of nations. It was so when 
Poland was crushed. It was so when 
Hungary went under. It has been so 
during all the struggles heretofore for 
Cuban independence. But now it is our 
powerful navy against a feoble group of 
incompetent ships, crawling across the 
Atlantic to meet our flotillas, which have 
enough guns to send them as completely 
under as when the Red sea submorged 
Pharaoh's army. It is so in these times 
when only a few thousand Spaniards at 
most can reach our hemisphere, and we 
go out to meet them with 125,000 armed 
men, to be backed up speedily with 500,- 
000 more if needed. We do not have to 
ask for any miracle, but only a fair shot 
at the ships headed this way and time. 
enough to demolish them. This is one of 
the cases in the world’s history where 
might and right are shoulder to shoulder. 

Another alleviation is in the fact that 
such an atrocity as the destruction of 26) 
lives in Hayana harbor in time of peace 
cannot with impunity be wrought in 
this age of the world’s civilization. The 
question as to who did that infernalism 
is tog well settled to need any further 

discussion. But what a small crime ft 
was compared with the systematic put- 
ting into their graves of hundreds of 
thousands of Cubans or leaying them un- 
buried for the buzzards to take care of! 
If Spain could destroy 200,000 men, wo- 
men and children, the slaughter of 266 
people was not a very great undertaking. 
But this ono last deed will result in the 
liberation of Cuba and the driving of 
Spain from this hemisphore and the over- 
throw of that government, which will 
soon drop to pieces if it does not go down 
under bombardment of insulted nations. 

There was danger that the long con- 
tinued oppression of our neighbors in 
Cuba might be continued from generation 
to generation without suffloient protest 
on our part and the pronounced execra- 
tion of people on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic, but that bursting volcano of destruc- 
tion in the harbor of Hayana fired the 
nation and shocked the whole oivilized 
world. All nations will learn that such 
an act cannot be repeated without the 
anathoma of all Christendom, As individ- 
ual criminals must be punished for the 
public good, and we have for thom courts 
of oyor and terminer and penitentiaries and 
electric chairs and hangman's gallows, so 
governments committing high orimes 
against God and humanity must be 
scourged and hung up for tho world’s 
indignation. When in Spanish waters our 
battleship, looking after our commerolal 
intorests and intending nothing but 
quictude, was hurled into demolition and 
the men on board, without timo to utter 
one word of prayer, were dashed into the 
eternal world, the doom of tho roigning 
house of Spain was pronounced in tonos 
louder than the thunder which that night 
rolled out over the sea. 

Another alleviation is tho fact that we 
hayo a God to go to in behalf of all those 
of our countrymen who may be In espec- 
jal exposure at the front, for we must 
admit the perils. It is no trifling thing 
for 100,000 young men to be put ontside 
of home restraints and somotimos into 
eyil companionship. Many of the brave of 
‘he earth are not the good of the earth. 
‘lo be in the sumo tent with those whe 
have no regard for God or home, to hear 
thoir holy religion sometimes slurred at, 
to be placed under influences caloulated to 
make one reckless, to have no Sabbath 
except such Sabbath as in most encamp- 
monts amounts to no Sabbath at all, to 
go out from homos where all sanitary 
laws are observed into surroundings 
whore questions of health are never dis- 
cussed, to invade climes whore postilonce 
holds possession to make long marches 
under blistering skies, to stand on deck 
and in the flolda undor fire at the moroy 
of shot and sholl—we must admit that 
those thus exposed need especial care, 
and te the omniprosent God wo haye 4 
right to commend them and will com- 
mend thom. Postal communication may 
be interrupted and letters started from 
oamps or homes may not arrive at the 
right dostination, but, however far away 
our loved ones may be from us and how- 
ever Wide and deep tho soas that soparate 


us, Wo may hold communication with 
thom via the throne of God, 
A shipwrecked sailor was found float- 


ing on a raft noar the coast of California. 
While in hospital he told his experience 
and sald that he had a companion on the 





same raft for some time. While that com- 
panion was dying of thirst he said te 
him, ‘‘George, where are you going?'' and 
the dying sailor said, ‘‘I hope Lam going 
to God."’ ‘If vou do,.’’ said the reosoucd 
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sailor, ‘‘will you ask him to send some 
wator?’’ After the death of his compan- 
ion, the suryiyor said, the rain came in 
torrents and slaked his thirst and kept 
him alive until he was taken to safety. 
The survivor always thought it was in’ 
answer to the message he had ‘sent to 
heayen asking for water. Thank God we 
may haye direct and instantaneous com- 
munication with the Lord Almighty 
through Jesus Christ, his only begotten 
Son, and in that faith we may secure the 
rescue of our imperiled kindred. Is not 
that a mighty alleviation? 

Until this conflict is ended let us be 
much in prayer for our beloved country. 
Do not let us depend upen the friendship 
of foreign nations, Our hope is in God. 
Out of every misfortune he has brought 
this nation to a better moral and finan- 
clal condition, and so let us pray that he 
will lift*us out of this valley unto a 
higher mountain of blessing. 

It is a mystery that just as this coun- 
try was recovering from a long season of 
hard times so many of our industries 
should now be halted; that business men 
who thought they could see their way to 
pay their debts and build up more pros- 
perous enterprises and endow their homes 
with more adyantages should have to halt 
and wait until the perfidious oppressor of 
Cuba shall be turned back. But indiyid- 
ual and national lite is always olothed 
with mysteries, and we may make our- 
selves miserable by stabbing ourselves 
with sharp interrogation points and ply- 
ing the everlasting questions of ‘‘Why?’’ 
and ‘‘How?’’ and ‘‘What?’’ and ‘‘When?"’ 
while we must of course try to be intolli- 
gont on all public affairs, it is a glorious 
thing to do our duty, and then fully and 
confidently trust all in the hands of God, 
who has proyed himself~tie friend of our 
country from.the time when the Spanish 
government fitted out an expedition to 
discover it to this time when Spaniards 
would like to destroy it, 

Morning, noon and night let us com- 
mend this beloved land to the care of a 
gracious God, That he answers prayer is 
so cortain that your religion is a halluol- 
nation if ho doos not answer it, Pray 
that in reply to such supplication the 
farmora’ boys may got home again in 
time to reap the harvost of noxt July, 
that our business mon may return in time 
to propare for a fall trade such as has 
noyor yet filled tho stores and factories 
with customors, and that all tho homes 
in this country now saddened by the de- 
parture of father or brother or son may

to make tho present war short, sharp and 
decisive, it is beginning to be realized 
that dolays aro inovitable, and that much 
work will be necessary to put tho nation 
in officiont fighting shape, Every day 
brings forth somo weak spot that has to 
be strengthened, or some niddon defoot, 
such as tho discovery at this late momont 
that overy rogular army officer who ac- 
copted o yoluntoer appolntmont would 
forfeit his commission in tho rogulars, 
and so become Hable to be left out of the 
sorvico ontiroly at the ond of tho war. 
Few officers carod to risk thoir futuro in 
that way, so a rush was mado towards 
Congross to scouro the mnocessary corrco- 
tivo logislation. Again, it has boon found 
that the equipmont of the army, sinall as 
it is in comparison with tho great army 
of the rebellion, is sadly lacking. Noarly 
a month after the formal declaration of 
war, the War Department purchased 4 
number of shelter tents, and it has just 
seoured the hammocks that experts say 
aro essential to existence in Cuba. 

These preparations involve delay, so 
that it is not remarkable that, in spite of 
tho heroulean offorts of the officers of the 
army, no positive start has yet been rhtide 
towards its goal by the army of ocoupa- 
tion. Probably it is this fact, rathor than 
any unreadiness on tho part of the navy, 
that causes the campaign to drag in its 
inception, for the Navy Department has 
announced that it stood ready at any mo- 
ment to furnish conyoys for the troop 
transports provided they were started 
from one point. General Miles had an in- 
teryiew yesterday with Captain Crownin- 
shield, chief of the Nayigation Bureau, 
and it is surmised that this vory subject 
was under discussion. The rumor was 
afloat that Genoral Miles with his staff 
was to leave Washington last night for 
Yampa, but this again proved to be pre- 
mature, 

Yo maintain the army of 200,000 men 
for six months will cost $80,000,000, 
according to estimates prepared by Pay- 
mastor-Genoral Stanton, and the leading 
officials are beginning to fear that hostil- 
ities may run along beyond this period. 
Tho reason is the growing conviction on 
the part of some of the officers that they 
yust not reckon on any substantial assist- 
ance from the Cuban robels in this cam- 
paign, and moreover, must meet the 
Spaniards in Cuba in their strongest 
sphere, that of the defensive. 

Naval authorities are relieved of a good 
deal of embarrassment by the: consent of 
the Fronch authorities at Martinique to 
allow the scouting yessol Haryard to re- 
main in St. Pierre until her repairs are 
completed.

The culogles of Mr. Gladstone formed 
a historic episode in the House of Com- 
mons. ‘here were more members assem- 
blol in the House than upon any occa- 
sion since Mr. Gladstone himself address- 
cd the House on the Home Rule bill. 
They fillod every seat, clustered on the 
stops of the Spenker’s dias and the peers’ 
gallery was crowded with the foremost 
members of the House of Lords, The 
United States Ambassador, Col, John 
Hay, and all the members of his staff 
were umong the diplomats present. After 
prayers, tho House silently awaited Mr. 
Balfour for a quarter of an hour, and 
when he rose all heads were bared. Mf,

Ottawa, Muay 21.—The House of Com- 
mons yesterday fittingly marked its sense 
of the loss sustained by the Kmpire in 
the death of Mr, Gladstone by appointing 
a special committee to draft a resolution 
of condolence with the family of the de- 
ceased statesman, 

Sir Kichard Cartwright said: It be- 
comes my duty to call the attention of 
the House toa circumstance which, al- 
though expected for some considerable 
time, will, I doubt not, be recelyed with 
profound sorrow, not merely by this 
House but by the country’ at large, as 
well as by all nations and countries in 
which the Nnglish tongue is spoken. The 
Houso is aware that yesterday the Right 
Honorable Mr. Gladstone closed a lon 
life, after a very seyore and painful ill- 
ness, I need not say to this House that, 
literally for generations, the name of 
Gladstone has been a household word all 
through the British Empire, I need not 
tell this House that during an extremely 
long period Mr. Gladstone has ocoupied a 
position of the highest importance in the 
councils of the Empire, and I believe I 
am correct in saying that, since the death 
of the Duke of Wellington, the death of no 
Englishman has attracted attention equal 
to that of Mr. Gladstone. Mr. Gladstone 
Was a great deal more than merely a par- 
liamentary leader, It was only one of the 
many notable gifts that he possessed that 
ho was, perhaps, tho greatest parliament:

GONE HOME. 


The Late Asa E. Wallbridge--His 
Funeral--A Brief Sketch of His 
Career. 


Tho burial of the late Asa E. Wallbridge, 
of Ameliasburg, took place from his late 
rosidence, Massassaga, yosterday at 2 p.m, 
and the large number of friends and ac- 
quainbtances in attendance bore testimony 
to the high esteem and respect in which 
the deceased was held. The circumstances 
which led to the sudden death of Mr. 
Wallbridge have already been referred to 
in these columns, but his death very forcibly 
reminds us ‘*that in the midst of life we 
are in death.” The deceasci was connect- 
ed with the old and illustrious family of 
Wallbridge, whose memory will pass down 
from generation to generation as the earl 
pioneers of this county. Mr. Wallbridye 
was a son of the late Elias Wallbridge, 
whé had two brothers—William, father of 
the Iate Hon. Chief Justice Wallbridge, 
deceased, and Francis, still living, and so 
well known in this city, while the third 
brother, Asa E., lived at New Castle, long 
since dead, leaving one son, Asa Fobes 
Wallbridge still living, although well 
along in years, while two sisters 
—Mrs, Margaret Evert and Mrs. Mary 
Meyers—have also many years ago gone to 
their long home. This Mr. Asa Walle 
bridge, of New Castle, and Mr. Francis 
Wallbridge, sen., of this city, are the only 
aged members of this family remaining. 
When the deceased was but four years of 
age his fatherdied, leaving him and his 
brother, Shelly, and his sister, Mrs. Jas. 
Cunningham, both of whom have been 
dead many years, with only a mother’s 
care. After atime Mrs. Wallbridge mar- 
ried Francis Kerr, and two sons— 
Wm. Kerr, ). C., and John W. Kerr, 
Q.C., County Attorney of Northumberland, 
—were the result of their marriage and 
are still living, and keenly feel the loss of 
their aged relative. ‘The afiliction of 
deafness, from which the late Mr. Wall- 
bridge had suffered for years, made the 
cirrying on of conversation with hima 
difficult matter, but, being a great reader, 
he bore his affliction with submission. 
Previous to his death he expressed the de- 
sire that his nephews act as bearers. His 
wish was carried out, and each of Mrs, 
Wallbridge's brothers’ families were repre- 
sented *by the following persons: W. G. 
(George), Alfred (Levi), Howard (John), 
W. W. (Wm.), W. E. (Jas.), and W. F. 
Kerr, son of Wm. Kerr, Q. C., Cobourg. 
After service by Rey. Mr. Moran, the re- 
mains were incerred in the family plot, a

‘has developed regarding the report that 
Great Britain insists that France shall 
abandon forthwith all her claims to the 
African Hinterland. Most of tho Paris 
reports on this subjoet are paciile, while 
those from British sources are quite tho 
contrary. It 1s probable, at all events, 
that the Fronch Governinent wishos to 
avold a crisis on this subject for the 
prosent, both on account of her own 
interests, and because Russia does not 
desire « collision at this moment. Tho 
French attitude is that of temporary 
conciliation, which does nat satisfy the 
British Goyornment. Whether the latter 
has seen fit to demand the definite with- 
drawal of the French pretensions in 
West Africa is impossible to say, But if 
this has been done, it by no moans 
fallows that war will result, for it is moro 
than doubtful if Russia would support 
Franco in rofusing at such cost. 
‘Indications multiply, howeyer, that 
Russian hostility to England has recently 
become so deep and implacable that the 
change inyolyes tho Czar's personal attl- 
tude, According to tho latest reports,

Dul- 
mage, Lessard, Geen, Holland, McNair, 
Bush, Lawrence, and Dyer gave a clever 
exhibition of their training in drill, after 
which Mr. Parker spoke a few words of 
appreciation and encouragement to the 
men, who were present in large numbers. 

After returning to the oflicers’ quarters 
there was a season of social intercourse 
with musical interludes, following which 
Canon Burke made a brief but neat address. 
Light refreshments succeeded, after which 
Lieut, Col. Ponton called on the guest of 
the evening for a few remarks. 


Mr. Parker, who was visibly affected by 
the gathering of old friends to greet and 
do him honor, spoke briefly but feelingly. 
His remarks were chiefly on the point 
of honest work as the result of preparation 
for it, which he happily illustrated’ by a 
story of the clever but somewhat eccentric 
artist Whistler. He saw on the walls 
uround him, he said, the portraits of many 
of Britain’s eminent military men ; but, to 
his idea, there ought to be others—those 
of older date, namely, from Marlbor- 
ough down, and he asked their ac- 
ceptance of at least a dozen 
prints of that character—which gen- 
erous offer was received with loud ap- 
plause. Mr, Parker concluded by 
saying that the appreciation of his friends

| Victoria Park Formally Opened--The 
Vet>rans Parade--Interesting Cerc- 
monies, Patriotic Addresses. 

Yesterday's celebration proved that, as 
the years go by, old Belleville’s loyalty 
instead of weakening, only grows stronger 
and deeper. This year, in addition to the 
enthusiasni which the birthday of Her 
Majesty always excites, there was the in- 
rethe following { terest and enthusiasm incidental to the 
opening of the new Island Park, which in 
the opinion of its promoters and of the 
citizens generally, will ere long become one 
of the fingst of its hind in the Dominion. 

The veterars of ’66 turned out in force 
to the number of 63 and, preceded by the 
guard of honor, consisting of members of 
the 15th Battalion and their regiment: 
band, marched from the drill hall to the 
park. Mayor Johnson marshalled the 
Veterans and Lieut. Col, Ponton was in 
command of the guard of honor. The Vet- 
erans marched with smartness and precis- 
ion, while the 15th once more proved them- 
selves to be one of the crack regiments of 
the Province. 

Sharp at twelve o'clock, Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell hoisted the Union Jack, three hearty 
chcers were given for the Queen, three 
more for Sir Mackenzie, the feu de joie 
was fired by the 15th, and Queen Victoria 
Island Park was formally declared open, 
Aroyal salute of twenty one guns was 
also fired. 

Mr, U. E. Thompson, President of the 
Veterans’ Association, then made a few 
appropriate remarks, thanking Lt.-Col. 
Ponton and the 15th Battalion for the 
kindness which they had always showa to 
the Association. He hoped that the next 
time the veterans were called together it 
would be to receive the long-expectcd 
medals. 

Mayor Johnson, after pleasantly chafling 
the veterans about the delay in securing 
their medals, went on to speak in glowing 
terms of the beauties of the Bay of Quinte 
district and of the splendid future which 
was in store for the new park. A very 
small expenditure each year would keep it 
in repair and nature would do the rest. 
He hoped that the Minister of Public 
Works would see his way clear to make an 
appropriation for the erection of a perman- 
ent way between the mainland and the 
island. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell, after planting a 
fine young maple tree, presented by Ald. 
Falkiner, briefly addressed the veterans 
and the assembled crowd. After referring 
to the uccasion which @alled them together 
and the events of 1864 and 1866 when the 
volunteers were called out first to maintain 
the neutrality of Canada and to prévent 
Southern refugees from abusing our hospi- 
tality by making raids upon the North, and 
second to repel the Fenian hordes who 
desecrated the so’! of Canada, he con- 
trasted the feeling now existing between 
the people of Great Britain and those of 
the United States with the feeling existing 
in 1564. Through the wise and statesman- 
like policy cf Lord Salisbury, he declarcd 
theflag which he had just flung to the 
breeze was to-day revered by the people 
tothe South, it mingles its 
folds with the Stars and Stripes, proving 
to the people of the great Republic that the 
old Motherland beyond the sea, although a 
century of estrargement had existed, was 
recly to rush to the aid of her kinsmen in 
the hour of necd, thus showing vhat the 
cause of liberty and the spread of Ohristian- 
ity were the ruling passions which guided 
all her actions. He expressed the hope that 
the kindly feeling now existing would lead 
to a union lasting in its character. 

Ald. N. B. Falkiner, who has workcd 
most unselfishly to make the park a suc- 
cess, made a characteristic speech. He fe? 
grateful to the Mayor for the assiste«“® he 
had given in the establishment‘ the park. 
He was proud to clain, *#@ Mayor as a 
countryman, althoug his Worship came 
from the ‘* BlaeA North” while he came 
Tipperary, ““Where God made the land 
end the dev’! made the people.” The people 
etere, he declared, were raised upon punch 
politics and potetacs. He trusted that, in 
the future, there would be more cohesiot 
and less jealousy among Bellevillians, than 
there had been in tho past. 

Three cheers were given for Mr. H. Cor- 
by, M.P., who kindly loaned the two small 
brass guns with which the salute was fire:, 
and for Lieut. Col. Ponton. The latter 
made a brief, soldier-like reply thanking 
the veterans for their kind sentiments, and 
expressing the hope that the friendly re- 
lations existing between the 15th Batta- 
lion, and the citizens of Belleville generally 
would always continue. He declared that 

| the example of the old veterans, who had 
doae so much for this country, was a sourco 
of inspiration to the present members of 
the Battalion. 

After the spoech-making was over, the 
procession re-formed and marched back to 
the Drill Hall, where they were dismissed. 

In the afternoon between two and three 
thousand people visited the Park. It was 
a revelation to most of them both as to the 
extent and the possibilities of the Island,

Some Details of a Highly Important In- 
dustry in Madoc. 


In conversation with the INTELLIGENCER, 
Manager W. A. Hungerford of the Toronto 
Smelting Company, whose works'are situ- 
ated in Madoc Village on the old White 
foundry property, said :—The Smelter is 
now erected and will commence smelting 
at once.

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OL, MURDER AT WANE. 


Colored Man Shot Dead With- 
out Any Provocation. 


The Murderer Is an Ex-Convict, Who 
Was Only, Released From Penitentiary 
on Saturday-A Young Woman Also 
Shot by the Desperado—The Scoun- 
drel Secured by the Police and Jailed 
—A Reasonless Crime, 


Winnipeg, May 26.—A horrible tragedy 
was enacted on Monday evening close 
upon 8 o'clock at some houses of ilifamo 
on the western outskirts of the city, A 
negro porter, named Burton, aged about 
85, who came from Rat Portage a wook 
ago, was walking along the street with 
his wife, who was cook at ono of the 
houses, and when about 60 yards away 
from thoir destination a man named 
Paul Brown, an e&-conyict, only released 
on Saturday from the penitentiary on 4 
charge of attempted murder, passed them, 
and when a few yards in front, turned 
round and asked Burton if he hadn't 
some money for a poor man, 

Burton made «@ trifilng reply, saying 
he hadn’t, when, without a word, tho 
man pulled out a revolyor and shot him 
through the lef’ temple, the bullet 
passing clean through his head. He was 
killed instantly. ‘he murderer then con- 
tinued his*yevrney, and, soolng two girls 
sitting outaide a house, fired at one of 
thom, but missed, and sho escaped with- 
out injury. Tho othor girl, namod Kitty 
Sutton, was, however, not so fortunate. 
Tho man fired threo shots at hor, all of 
which took offect, one in the breast, 
another hitting a rib, and the third on 
tho log. It is extremely doubtful whethot 
sho will recover, and she refuses to bd 
taken to tho hospital, After the shooting 
Brown walked towards town for a short 
distance, and then returned to tho scene 
of his erimos, where he was secured by 
the police, who have him safely in jail. 
He was not drunk, and the only reason 
ho can give for his crimo, which was 
committed in tho most cold-blooded 
manner, is that he was naturally bad 
and viciously inclined.

Mitchell aud their rolling mills to Bello- 
ville.” I could obtain sul-criptions var,- 
ing from one doller to fitty as quickly as I 
could record thom, The wirkiig mea 
would roll up their fifty cents and their 
twenty-five vents so fast that I would re- 
quire a large staff to enter their names, 


Albert College is a most valuable insti- 
tution to Belleville, Many of us are glad 
to pl dge ourselves to contribute to its sup- 
port each year.

The News Confirmed. 


Port au Prince, Hayti, May 26.—The 
report of the arrival of the Spanish Cape 
Verde fleet at Santiago de Cuba is 
correct. The correspondents here of the 
Associated Press has been able to obtain 
definite confirmation of this news, but up 
to the present it has been impossible to 
obtain any details.

Mr, Sifton told Mr, Monk that up to 
March 80, 7,977 placer mining clatms in 
the Yukon territory had beon reported to 
the Interlor Department.

recoiyed contracts for supplies for the 
Yukon militia contingent to the value, 
ipproximately, of $80,000, There was no 
understanding as to where the goods 
should be purchased. ‘‘I am not able,” 
said the Minister, ‘‘to give the proportion 
purchased in the United States. If any 
goods were purchased in a foreign 
country duty would haye to be pald upon 
thom. There was not goneval call for 
tencer; tor these supplies, that is, no 
advertisements were published in the 
newspapers, bub tenders were asked for 
ynel recelyod from several firms.”’ 

Mr. Blair, answering Mr. Maclean, 
said it was confidently expected that the 
14-foot nayigation between Lake Ontarlo 
and Montreal would be sufficiently com- 
pleted to open for trattic at the commence- 
ment of navigation next year. 

Dr, Borden informed Mr. Tyrwhitt 
that thirteon officers had been appointed 
to the permanent force since July 10. Of 
this number only one, Mr, Bennett, was 
an graduate of the Royal Milltary College. 

Mr. Fisher informed Mr. Clarke that 
Mr. John Sheridan of ‘Toronto had not 
been appointed Inspector of Liye Stock, 
but in November of last year he was 
appointed honorary commissioner to 
facilitate arrangements in connection with 
the shipment of live stock for export. 
Ho did not receive any salary, 

Mr. Paterson informed Mr. Mills that 
the Lafrance steam fire engine, purchased 
by the corporation of Ottawa, was 
entered at customs by the shippers at 
$3,550, but the value was raised on 
i:ppraisement to $4,200, and duty paid 
accordingly. The Lafrance engine for the 
city of Montreal was provisionally entered 
at $5,000, pending adjustment for 
valuation, which was tnally fixed at 
$4,500, and duty loyied accordingly. 

Sir Wilfrid’s Programme, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he would not 
moye for the House to sit to morrow 
morning, as two important committees 
had boon called to meet. The Premier 
proceeded: ‘‘The Government has no 
further legislation of any importance to 
bring to the attention of Parliament this 
session, ‘The only legislation which will 
be brought up is upon the following 
subjects, respecting the issue of bonds by 
the Montreal Harbor Commissioners; te 
give effect to a judgment of the Exchequer 
Court in reference to tho Dominion 
Atlantic Company; to rectify an error in 
connection with the settlement of the 
accounts between the Government of 
Manitoba and Canada; to confirm an 
Act of agreement in reference to tho 
boundaries in Canada and Quebeo and 
one or two purely departmental matters 
affecting customs and inland reyonue,’’ 

Thoso New Regulations, 


Mr. Wallace called attention to the now 
regulations which were te go into effect 
on the G.T.R, on July 1. Vhe rogulations 
had been approyed by the Governor-in 
Council and some of them wero of a 
dangerous character. For instance, one 
provided that the brakeman must remain 
on the top of tho box cars on all up- 
grades, ‘This he thought would -bo a yory 
poor arrangement in winter. The regula- 
tions had been imported from the United 
States and would result in the American- 
izing of one of our Canadian railways. 

Tho Canadian rules and regulations 
which had been in yogue on our Cana- 
dian roads, particularly on the G.T.R., 
provided greater security for passengers 
and employes than those in force on 
United States railways, and thoso which 
had just been approyed by the Goyernor- 
in-Council did not give as much security 
to the trayoling public and the trainmen 
—uat least so the railway employos sald. 
lf this wore so the Goyernmont, ho 
thought, had made a mistake in reyolu- 
tionizing the system. About flyo weeks 
ago the employes wore warned that the 
new regulations would go into effect on 
July 1 next. Hoe would like to call the 
attention of the Goyornmont to this fact, 
that they had sanctioned regulations 
which, in the opinfon of 80,000 men 
employed on our railways, were going to 
be injurious to them and dangerous to tho 
traveling public. Tho Grand Trunk 
was now under the management of Mr. 
Hays and thoso whom he had brought 
with him from the States, and those 
rogulations would enable thom to bring 
over & number of others from the States 
to control one of the greatest railroads 
in our country, to tho dotriment of 
public business and the injury of Cana-

Eyery Conseryative 
yoted for the measure, and a fair 
sprinkling of Liberals, sufficient indeed 
to carry the measure. 

When the result was announced thero 
Was much applause and laughter, and 
some cries from the Opposition side of 
**Resign,’’ 

The hour for private bills haying 
expired, the measure went over until 
Friday. 

The remainder of tho sitting was spent 
in Committee of Supply, the dredging 
items being put through in the Publio 
Works estimates. 

The Gladstone rosolution will be taken 
up to-day, after which announcoment 
the Houso adjourned at 1.10 a.m. 





HIS LASV CIGAR, 


How a Clergyman Was Cured of the Taste 
For Tobacco, 


An English clergyman, who was a hard 
smoker, was cured of the taste for tobacco 
by a sudden twinge of conscience. 

He was sitting one day in his Mbrary 
with an expensive cigar in his mouth 
when tho name of one of his oldest friends 
Was announced, The yisitor, when greet- 
ings had been warmly oxchanged, con- 
fessed that he had come upon a begging 
errand, 

A story of pathetic distress was told, 
and an urgent appeal was made for imme- 
diate relief. The clorgyman was a warm 
heartod, genorous man, and his hand was 
plunged at once into his pocket, but he 
found only a few shillings thoro. Hoe then 
fumbled in his desk for his checkbook, re- 
marking to his friend that it was a yery 
sad and urgent case and that he would do 
what ho could, but when he looked at bis 
bank balance his face changed color. The 
account was nearly overdrawn already. 

“Tam yery sorry,’’ he said. ‘‘I can only 
gire you a boggarly sum. I did not know 
how poor I was.” 

Tho check which he drew was only a 
fifth of tho amount which was needed. 
He made many apologies for giving the 
visitor so little money whon his heart was 
deeply touched, and ho longed to do more, 

When his friend had gone, he relighted 
his cigar, but it scemed to have a bitter 
tasto, and he took out a fresh one. Before 
striking a match he jotted down on paper 
the price of tho cigar, and the number 
which he usually smoked a day. He found 
that tobacco was costing him 6 shillings a 
oy and over £90 ao year, or about 
$450 in American monoy, Tho amount 
Which he had given to bis old friend in 
dire distress represented the cost of 20 
days’ smoking. 

The clergyman was an impulsive map. 
Instead of lighting his fresh cigar of the 
choicest brand he threw {t into the flro on 
his hearth. Ho was so deeply improssed 
with the thouxht that a Httle self dénial 
on his part would haye enabled him to 
help an old friend in great need that ho re- 
solycd stornly never to smoke again. Bo- 
Ing # man of strong will, he was as good 
as his word, 

This good man’s tobacco bill was a 
heavier ono than is ordinarily paid. But 
many a smoker would be surprised if he 
wore to count the cost of his own self in- 
dulgence in tobacoo. 

A recent investigation has shown that 
jho students of o military ncadomy in 
England expend enough money on clgar- 
sttes to provido for the education of 40 
young mon too poor to have tho same ad- 
vyantagos, The effects of tobacco on health 
miy be disputed, but no smoker can deny 
that smoking is n wasteful habit, and that 
there would bo large compensations for 
6olf denial. Youth's Companion.

| DAN GODFREY’'S BAND. 


Popular, National and Classical Music 
Inimitably Rendered by the 
British Boys. 


Large crowds gathered both inside and 
outside the Drill Shed yesterday afternoon, 
and the national music of each of the 
British Isles was listened to with almost 


enthusiastic reverence. It was a red-letter 


day for many, for had they not gatherc 1 
to hear Dan Godfrey and his British 
Guardsmen—famous old Dan Godfrey, 
whose name has been a household word in 
London —and in fact wherever Englishmen 
are to be found—for more than a genera- 
tion. The uniforms of the visitors from 
outside towns, blending with the bright 
scarlet of the Guardsmen and our own 
15th, combined to make an” inspiring 
scene, which willlinger in one's memory 
for many along day. Many musical en- 
thusiaste were there, and many, though 
perhaps they would not confess it, were 
there because ‘*it gave ‘em a little taste of 
‘ome, you know,” and vividly recalled the 
days when they were not thousands of 
miles away from the sound of Bow bells. 
But,as Mr, Rudyard Kipling says, ‘* That’s 
another stoiy.” The audience was large 
and yery enthusiastic. Every number was 
most cordially received, and, if the audi- 
ence could have had their way, every 
number would have been encored, It was 
about a quarter past two when the Con- 
ductor motioncd with his wand for the 
audience to rise, and with a thrilling 
harmonions crash ** God Save the Queen” 
was being playcd as it was never played in 
this part of the world before, ‘‘ Ah,” 
said one gentleman to another, ** we never 
heard that properly playcd before, did 
we?” Ofcourse, when every man was a 
master musician it would simply be 
‘* painting the lily” for us to attempt to 
add to their laurels, but one could not 
help being struck by the perfect balancing 
of the instruments, ard the splendid man- 
ner in which the light and shade of the 
music were brought out. In the ‘* Faust”’ 
selection, in particular, it is doubtful if 
the great composer’s music could have 
been more faithfully interpret:d. The 
clarionet solo by Mr. Alec Smith was exe- 
cuted in a masterly manner, and the 
wonde ful runs and trills were simply a 
revelaiion, but the cornet solo of Mr. F. 
Kettlewell, ‘I'll sing thee songs of Araby” 
was elcctrifying, and was the gem of the 
programme. Mr. J. Taylor's cornet solo 
was very brilliant and was greatly admircd, 
especially by musicians, including local 
and visiting baudsmen.

American Ships Could Do a Good Deal 
if Spaniards Did Nothing. 


Now York, May 27.—A special to the 
World from Key West says: With tho 
Spanish fleet caught in the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba an interesting quostion 
arises as to what fortifications tho 
American ships will have to encounter if 
they start in after the Spaniards. The 
entrance to the harbor is not over 200 
yards wide. It is even narrower than 
that of Hayana. Across the entrance the 
Spaniards have planted three rows of 
mines. Castle Point, the eastern entrance 
of the harbor, has tho more ancient 
fortifications. 

Inside of Castle Point is a battery of 
8-inch mortars. Tho St. Louis and 
Wampatuck silenced the battery on the 
shbre, but when they withdrew the 
mortar battery was still firing. 

The American ships would haye no 
difficulty in silencing all the batteries 
now known, including the mortar battery, 
if they could get around the point where 
they could reach them. There is plenty 
of water in the channel, but only one 
ship could go in atatime. Tho mines 
could be exploded by countermines, thus 
clearing the channel. 

Once inside the harbor there {s room 
enough to manocurre several ships, but 
the danger would be that the Spanish 
ships might defeat the Amorican vessels 
in detail. The best plan seems to bo to 
sink at tho entrance of the harbor one or 
two large vessels and leave the Spaniards 
unable to moye.

If 
when you speak to them they cannot 
hour just what you say tho first time, 
and you haye to sity it a second timo, 
when you say it a second time do not 
say lt sharply. If you do, you will be 
sorry for ic on the day when you take the 
last look and brush back the silvery locks 
from the wrinkled brow just before they 
screw the lid on, Blessed be God for the 
old people! They may not haye much 
strength to go around, but they are God's 
appointed ministers of comfort to a 
broken heart, 

People who haye not had trials them- 
selyes cannot give comfort to others. 
They may talk very beautifully, and 
they may give you a great deal of pootic 
sentiment; but, whild poetry is perfume 
that smells sweet, it makes a very poor 
salve. If you have a grave in a pathway, 
and somebody comes and covers it all 
over with flowers, it is a grave yot.

at night or the standing in a room where 
every book and picture and door is full 
of momories—the doormat where sho sat, 
the cup out ef which she drank, the 
pluce where she stood at the door and 
clapped her hands, the odd figures that 
she scribbled, the blocks she built into a 
house. Ah, no, you must haye trouble 
yourself before you can comfort trouble 
in others. Butcome all ye who have been 
bereft and ye who have been comforted 
in sorrows and stand around these 
afflicted souls and say to thom: ‘I had 
that very sorrow myself. God comforted 
me, and he will comfort you.’’ And that 
will go right to the spot. In other words, 
to comfort others we must have faith in 
God, practical experience and “good, 
sound common sense. 

But there are three or four considera- 
tions that I will bring to those who aro 
sorrowful and distressed and that we can 
always bring to them, knowing that they 
will offect a cure. And the firat 
consideration is that God sends our 
troubles in loye, I often hear people in 
their troubles say, ‘Why, lL wonder what 
God bas against me?’’ They seom to think 
God has somo grudge against them 
hecause trouble and misfortune haye 
come, Oh, no! Do you not remember 
that passage of Scripture, ‘‘Whom the 
Lord loyeth he chasteneth?’’ A child 
comos in with a yery bad splinter in its 
hand,. and you try to extract it. It is 
ayery painful operation. The child draws 
back from you, bué you persist. You are 
going to take that splinter out, so you 
take the child with a gentle but firm 
grasp, for although there may be pain in 
it the splinter must come out. And it is 
love that dictates it and makes you persist. 
My friends, I really think that nearly 
all our sorrows in this world are only 
the hand of our Father extracting some 
thorn, If all these sorrows were sent by 
enemies, I would gay arm yourselves 
against thom and as in tropical climes 
when a tiger comes down from the 
mountains and carries off a child from 
the village tho neighbors band together 
and go into the forest and hunt the 
monster, so I would have you, if I 
thought thoso misfortunes were sent by 
an cnomy, go you snd battle against them. 
But no, they come from a Father so 
kind, so loving, so gentle that the 
prophet, speaking of his tenderness and 
mercy, drovs the idea of a father and 
says, ‘‘As one whom his mother com- 
forteth, so will I comfort you."’

Again, there ls comfort in tho thought 
that oll our troublos are a revelation, 
IHlave you over thought of it in that con- 
nection’ The man who has never boon 
through chastisement is ignorant about 
a thousand things In hia soul be ought to 
know. For Instance, here ls a man who 
prides himself on his choorfulness of 
character, Ho haa no pationce with any- 











body who ta doprossod In spirits, Oh, it 
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fine house, his filled wardrobe and well 
strung instruments of music and 
tapestried parlor and plenty of money in 
the bank waiting for some permanent 
investinent! It is easy for him to be 
cheerful, But suppose his fortune goes to 
pieces and his house goes down under 
the sheriff's hammer and the banks will 
not haye anything to do with his paper. 
Suppose those people who were once 
elegantly entertained at his table get s9 
shortsighted that they cannot recognize 
him upon the street. How then? Is it so 
easy to be cheerful? It is easy to be 
cheerful in the homo after the day’s work 
is done, and the gas is turned on, and 
tho house {is full of romping little ones. 
But suppose the piano is shut because 
the fingers that played on it will no more 
touch the keys, and the childish yoice 
that asked so many questions will ask no 
more. Then is it so easy? When a man 
wakes up and finds that his resources are 
all gone, he begins to rebel, and he 
says: ‘‘God is hard; God is outrageous. 
He had no business to do this to me."’ 
My friends, those of us who haye been

Bracebridge, May 28,—On the opening 
of the court yesterday Mr. Osler stated 
that the prisoner, Hammond’s counsel 
and he had come to an understanding by 
which the trial would be very much 
shortened. 

It was agreed by counsel, with prison- 
er’s consent, that the eyidenco of 12 
witnesses given at tho last trial be 
admitted. 

The chief damaging evidence of Con- 
stable Willlam Sloan of Grayenhurst was 
fn relating a conyersation he had with 
the prisoner. 

Witness Rosina Russell said that 
during the cyoning of March 6, betyweon 
8 and 9 o'clock, she saw a man and 
woman walking the street near Ham- 
mond’s house, 

The prisoner tola Sloan that Miss 
Russell was right, as he saw her stand- 
ing on adoorstep. She had been standing 
on her sister’s doorstep waiting for the 
door to be opened, when she saw the.two 
walking. 

Constable Archie Sloan of Grayenhurst 
Was one of the chief Crown witnesses. 1t 
was he who soarched the prisoner aftor 
his arrest, and obtained the key of the 
trunk which contained letters and insur- 
ance papers. ‘Thesc and other letters 
found in the prisoner's possession were 
read.

could not passa over Suspension Bridge 
and take a train into the yards on tho 
Amorican side, because they did not 
understand the signals. The Grand 
Trunk, therefore, had to keep a crew of 
men on the Canadian side who under- 
stood the American rules, and placed 
them in charge of every train crossing 
the line, The same state of affairs 
efisted at Fort Erie, though on the 
C. & @. T. the Canadian rules are in 
force, 

It is confessed that the alteration in 
the hand-lamp _ signalling is most 
material, but the Grand Trunk officials 
say the change would haye to be made 
some time, and the men had better 
buckle to and learn the new procedure, 
In this department of signalling, the 
American code has superseded the Cana- 
dian. 

The objection taken by tho men,"that 
the signal to be given from the top ae 
freight train to let the engineer know i 
has parted, inyolves danger in its execu- 
tion, is flatly contradicted by the 
officials, who say the signal was specially 
contslyed that it might be executed 
while sitting down, in which position a 
brakeman is safe from being pitched to 
the ground. : 

Rule Ne. 86 on page 14 of the new 
book of instructions has’ been the chief 
cause of complaint among the dissatisfied 
men. The rule is herewith copied; it 
refers to brakemen and conductors in 
charge of freight trains: 

“‘Thoy;must ride on top of the trains as 
much as possble where they can apply 
the brakes, if necessary, and see that 
their brakemen do their duty; thoy must 
require all of their brakemen to be on top 
of the train at least one-half milo before 
arriying at, and while passing all stations 
and stopping places, descending or 
ascending grades, or at any point or 
time when extra precaution is necessary 
to ensure safety.’’ 

This rule, said the official, merely 
requires of brakemen and conductors to 
do their duty. They cannot attend to 
their train while lounging in the cab of 
the caboose, and so long as brake- 
handlers are on the roofs of cars, men 
must get out in the cold to twist them 
up. A sarcastic official remarked that 
when the company introduced air brakes 
on their freight cars they would not 
troublo the brakemen any longer. 

In conclusion, the Grand Trunk 
officials state that they think the 
dissatisfled employes are most dull not to 
foo that if they become acquainted with 
and used to working under the American 
Railroad, Association rules they will 
ee a new field of enterprise open to 
them.

He saw Mrs. Stevens and 
Walter Frankum, the two prisonors, 
coming towards thom with a one-horse 
sleigh. Ho ordered Mrs. Stovons to go 
back and find her way home by the other 
road. She refused to do so, and sent the 
boy ‘‘away home for the gun and Mr. 
Jonnings.’’ Whilo the boy was gono 
deconsed and prisoner were quarreling. 
Yhe boy came back with the gun, and 
two younger boys brought axes. Walter 
pointed the.gun and fired. The charge 
entered James Rankin's leg betweon the 
anklo and knee. He wont to a neighbor's 
and bathed the wound and then was taken 
to the Huntsyille Hospital, where he 
died in four days. 

Doctors Struthers, Howland and Hart 
of Huntsville were examined, and told of 
the treatment of deoeased while in the 
hospital, and agreed that death was 
cansed by gangrenous poisoning from 
soiled clothing coming in contact with 
the gunshot wound. It might here bo 
stated that deceased bathed the wound 
with his sock at the house ho went to 
before being taken to the hospital, Tho 
dying deposition of deceased was read 
and put in evidence. In this statement 
he said ho was shot by Walter Frankum, 
and that Margaret Stevens sent the boy 
for the gun, 

For the defence a number of witnesses 
were called, amongst them being J. J. 
McCarthy, father of the widow of 
deceased. He manifested extrame bitter- 
ness against the Rankins, and admitted 
that he was glad that Rankin was shot. 
In the course of his evidence he said that 
prisoner, Mrs. Steyens’ first husband, had 
helped Dayid Rankin build this road in 
1888, and it was understood between 
them that both families were to be 
allowed to use it. David Rankin and 
McCarthy’s daughter were recalled, and 
denied this statment about the road. 

Witness Jennings, who has been living 
with Mrs, Stevens, said he was present 
when tho gunshot was fired, that Rankin 
made a rush at the boy with an ax, and 
said he would cut him to pieces, and 
did out him on the hand when the gun 
went off, 

David Frankum, a young brother of 
Walter, largely corroborated the evidence 
of Jennings. 

The caso was given to the jury at 
6.30 p.m., and at 9.10 they brought ina 
yerdiot of not guilty as against Margaret 
Steyons and guilty as to Walter 
Frankum, with a recommendation to the 
merciful consideration of the court. The 
Chief Justice sentenced the boy to three 
years in the Reformatory.

Particulars of a Mowat Govern- 
ment Contract. 


The Details of oa Deal Whereby the 
Consumers’ Cordage Company fecured 
Control of the Central Prison Binder 
Twine—A Donation of 87,350 to the 
Kingston Election—A Lift to Mr, Blair 
—Five Tell-Tale Telegrams Produced. 


Montreal, May 31.—The correspondent 
of the Toronto World, in going through 
the record yesterday of a lawsuit now in 
progress here, betwoen the Messrs, 
Connolly and the Consumers’ Cordage 
Company, came across evidence to show 
that the Mowat Government was not 
always guided by Christian prinoiples. 
Tho evidence shows, in fact, tant a very 
corrupt job had been consummated in 
connection with tho OContral Prison 
binder twine concern. In September, 
1895, when the Ontario Goyernment 
invited tenders from people who would 
like to take charge of the Sentral Prison 
concern, the Oonsumers’ Cordage Com- 
pany ayalled themselves of the opportun- 
ity of securing control of the prison 
establishment, and this is how it was 
dono, according to the eyidence adduced 
here under oath, The thing was 
engineored by Mr. John Connor of King: 
ston and St. John, N.B,: 

When tho tenders wore asked for two 
woro put in by the Cordage Company in 
quostion, ono in the name of P. L. 
Connor of Brantford, a brother of John, 
at the rate of 82440, while the second 
name was that of Ald. John Hallam, at 
760. Mr. P. L. Connor was thought to 
bo a good card to play, as he rosided in 
Hon. Mr. Hardy's constituency, and was 
sald to haye a good pull. In due time the 
Consumers’ Cordage Company, alias P. L. 
Connor, got the contract, but this is not 


really so interesting as the oyidence 
before the court here of Mr, Elisha 
Fulton, the managing director of the 


Consumers’ Cordago Company. 

“T gee in the accounts a cheque for 
$7,850, accepted by the Consumors’ 
Cordage Company. What js this?’’ Mr, 
Fulton was askod, 

Mr. Fulton—I was told by Mr, Connor 
that this was a subscription for the 
election of Mr. Hardy or Harty in King: 
6ton, 

Being furthor pressed, Mr, Fulton 
added: ‘Connor told mo it was a contri 
bution he bad mado fos political purposes, 
Ho said it was necessary to do it in 
ordor to get control of the prison, Hoe 
eald it was in connection with Harby's 
oloction. It was either Hardy or Harty in 
tho Kingston olection,’’ 

his is not all, for it appears that the 
Cordage Company was called upon to 
give Hon. A. G, Blair a lift, which tho 
wicked ‘Tories offered the Minister of 
Railways and Canals in King’s, upon bis 
accoptance of office under Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, The dofence tiled a lotter written 
by John Connor from St, John, N.B., to 
Fulton, saying that, as Blair's election 
was on, and as ho would hayo a good 
doal to do with tho tariff, the sum of 
$500 or $1,000 would be required.

A DEFINITE AGREEMENT. 


The Knglish-American-Canadian Negotia- 
tlens Huye Thus Terminated at Wash- 
jogton Commission's Formation, 


Washington, D.C., May $1.—The Cana- 
dian negotiations which haye been in 
progress here for the last week were con- 
eluded Jast night, whon a definite agree- 
ment was reached for the creation of a 
commission which shall consider all the 
subjects of controyersy between the 
United States and Canada, and frame a 
treaty between tho Imperial Government 
and the United States for the complete 
adjustinent of thesu controyersies “Lhe 
agreement is now to be submitted to the 
British Government for jts approval, and 
when this is given the organization of 
the commission will be completed, 

For tho ‘present the agreemont Is 
confined to the.one point, that the com- 
mission shall be created, the time and 
place for the commission to begin its 
work being left for future determination. 
It is understood, however, that the first 
meeting will bo held at Quebec, probably 
during tho coming summer. 

Tho membership of the commission 
will be determined by the executive 
branches of the two governments. The 
discussions during the last week have 
proceeded in a manner most satisfactory 
to all parties concerned, it boing stated 
last night by those participating that 
tho spirit of good will was marked 
throughout. Tho purpose was not to 
arrive at final conclusions, but rathor to 
paye the way for a commission which 
could effect the conclusions by complete 
examination of all the details of the 
sovoral questions inyolyed. Theso include 
the Behring Sea, North Atlantic and 
lake fisheries, bordor immigration, reol- 
procity, mining regulations in tho 
Klondike and British North America 
possessions, and also the determination 
of the Alaska boundary line, Whilo these 
werd gone over In tho conferonce jst 
closed, if was a preliminary discussion, 
and no final agreement was reachod on
